Chap. 18th, gives ſeveral Rules for cheating the Pro- 
teſtants by Slight of Hand, and Legerdemain ; of which 
Rules, he makes the covering their real Deſigns*at the 
Beginning, to be the firſt. And if this be intended, 
the Countenancing and Aſſiſting the very Beginning 
of ſuch an Enterprize, muſt be highly provoking in 
the Sight of a holy God, and cannot but draw down 
dreadiul Plagues on thoſe Perſons and Cities, which 
do ſo. But I am not fo ſtay here: Verbum ſat ſapienti. 
A ſhort Hint at ſome Scriptures will make the 
firſt Thing, which I propoſed, evident; and the firſt 
I mention is, Judg. 9. Where the Men of Shechem, 
like the mad Rebels in Scotland, being fond of a 
King, who derived his Origin froni themſelves, were 
he nothing but a Ballard, gave Abimelech a certain 
Sum of Money, wherewith he levied an Army of 
wain and light Perſons, who followed him, and aſ- 
ſiſted him to obtain the Kingdom, upon the Ruin of 
many innocent Perſons. But God diſplayed his Diſ- 
pleaſure againſt this wicked Enterprize, in ſo much, 
that he ſent an evil Spirit between them; and all the 
Evil of the Men of Shechem, did God render upon 
their Heads, by the very Hand of Abimelech. This 
Caſe bears an exact Parallel to that which we have 
before us. For this Abimelech was not the lawful Son 
of Cidcon; neither can it appear, that 7 ames Stewart, 
who arrogantly aſſumes the Stile and Title of Tames III. 
King of Scotland, England, France, and Ireland, is 
lawful Son to that Monſter of Iniquity, James II. 
True indeed, Papilis and Malignants aſſert ſo: But 
as the Nobility and Gentry, who invited over the 
Prince of Orange, alledged in their Memorial, they 
preſented to his Highneſs, That there were ſtrong 
Preſumptions, that he, who is now juſtly called the 
Pretender, was not born of the Queen's Body ;, which, 
at the ſame time, they were willing to leave to the Ex- 
amination of a free Parliament: So the ſame Prince 
of range, in his Declaration, expreſs'd his Willing- 
nels to refer the Legitimacy of the ſaid Birth, _

James Steuart and devour the Men of Shechem (the 
chief Conſpirators) and the Houſe of Milla (thoſe who 
joined and aſſiſted in this Hellith Plot, ſuppoſed to be 
the Tower of Shechem :) And let Fire come out from 
Shechem, and the Houſe of Mills and devour James 
Stuart, under whoſe Shadow they truſt. 

God has often turned the Policy of Compliers into 
Folly; and I may be excuſed to give an Inſtance or 
two thereof at this Time. The firit I mention ſhall 
be that of the Zaſlern Emperors Fuſlinian and Phocas, 
who, the better to recover and keep , did the Popes 
much Honour, and greatly furthered their Suprema- 
cy: But they, in Requital, ſoon after, in the juſt 
Judgment of God, ſettivg themſelves againſt their 
dSucceſſors, in the Cauſe of Images, made the greateſt 
Part of all revolt from the Emperor's Obedience. 
After this, Confantize VII. and his Mother Lene, to 
get the Pope's Favour, and to receive the Veſtern Em- 
pire, or at leaſt to keep what they had from revolting, 
with ſtrong Hand eſtabliſned Worſhipping of Images 
in the ſecond Council of Nice. But within twelve Years, 
the Pope crowned Charles the Great, Emperor of the 
Meſt; and ſo they loſt the Weſlern Empire. Again, 
John Paleologus, Emperor of Greece, to procure the 
Pope's Favour againſt the Turts, by the ſtrong Hand, 
induced the Greek Church to reconcile with Rome, and 
to acknowledge the Pope's Supremacy in the Councii 
of Florence, Anno 1439. But this was ſo far from 
advantaging him, that he Joſt the Empire within four- 
teen Years after. I only inſtance further that of King 
Henry IV. of France, who being perſecuted by the 
Leaguers, becauſe he was a profeſs d Proteſtant, that 
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he might enjoy his Kingdom in Peace, reconcifed to 
the Pope, and went to Ma/# : But he ſoon after was 


ſtabbed in the Mouth by a Feſuite; for which, and 


their other treaſonable Practices, he baniſhed all 
Te/uilts from France, and ſet up a Pillar of Remembrance 
of their illanies; but, to gratify the Pope, he 
cauſed aemoliſh the Pilar, and cal! them back again: 
Nevertheleſs, foon after, he was ftabbed through the 
Heart by Rewillac; they thinking him no Friend to 
their Cauſe in Heart. 
There is a heavy Curſe denounced upon him who 
taketh a Reward to lay the Innocent, and unto this 
Cizrſe all the People, we are told, Mall fay, Amen, 
Deut. 27. 25. But if the Malignants and Rebels, 
now in Arms, receiving the Wages cf Unrighteonſ- 
neſs, in order to ſlay the Innocent, and to ettablifh 
Oppreſſion and arbritary Power, be doom'd to a Carſe, 
as we fee they are, then muſt they feel the Night. 
thereof alſo, who give Money to the Support of thoſe 
Defperado;, Neither will it ſufhce to ſay, that it is 
not given for ſuch Purpoſes, and confequently will 
not draw ſo deep: For it is demanded by the pretend- 
ed Regent upon tliat Deſign, and can be given in no 
other Shape whatſoever. Without all Doubt, he 
will Iook upon the Payers, as Lovers of him and 
his Cauſe; and may welt fay of the Contributions, 
Theſe are my Rewards, that my Lovers have given me, 
Hoſea 2. 12. But let the Giver remember that aw- 
ful Commination, Cad. Ver. 11, 15. br: the Day that 
thou Noodeſt on the other Side, in the Day that Strangers 
carried away captive his (Jacob's) Forces, an Forreigu- 
ers entered into his Gates, and caſt Lots upon Jeruſalem ;

Yea there is in this Caſe, 
unitive Confederacies; for when there is a Payment of 
Money to the Son of the Pretender, which he ſays, 
is for the King his Father, and his Uſe as Regent, 


this infers an Acknowledgment of the Relation of a 


King and a Subject; and can be nothing elſe than a 
covenanting and confederating of a Aing and Subject: 
But a Confederacy on which I fear the Lord will write 
the Marks of his Anger ere all be done. 

It is no leis than a vain Subterfuge they betake 
themſelves unto, who allege, © That theſe Tranſ- 
actions mentioned, were elective, and voluntary 
«« Confederacies; but this a forced and neceſſitated 
* Bargain,” for theſe Scriptures diſapprove of all 
Tranſactions and Covenants, unitive with God's 
avowed Enemies, Excd. 23. 32. Of all Confedera- 
cies, Jaiab 8. 12. Of all Concord and Agreement 
with the Sons of Belial, 2 Chron. 6. 15. which Hall be 
as Thorns thruſt axvay, becauſe they cannot be taken with 
Hands, 2 Sam. 23. 6. This whole Plat is carried on 
by a bigotted Idolater, like Feroboam the Son of Nebat, 
who rebelled againſt the Houſe of Dawid, and there 
are gathered unto him vain Men, Children of Belial, 
and have ſtrengthened themſelves againſt their rig ht- 
ful and lawful SovEREIGN, and they be a great Mul- 

B titude, 
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titude, and there arè with them Iadals, 2 Chron. 13. 6, 
„ 8. Now who but Sos of Belial would contribute 
to the Aſſiſtance of ſuch ? Sure none will ſeek their 
Favonr arid Protection by ſuch Means as infer an ac- 
knowledging of them ; as employed for the Welfare 
of Religion and the Country, when yet they are pur- 
ſuing the Deſtruction of both, but ſuch who 
care neither for Religion nor their Country. 
Without all Manner of Queſtion, Abax's Con- 
federacy with the King of Syria was forced thro' 
Fear, as you fee in the 7th and 8th Chap. of 1/aiah; 
and yet it is called a finful Tranſaction, not to be 
Joined with by any of the Fearers of God, Ja. 8. 12. 
Beſides it can never be called an over-awed and con- 
ſtrain'd Tranſaction, when the Parties do conſent, as 
has been the Conduct of ſome in this Matter already, 
and cannot miſs to be the Caſe with others, ſhould 
they make an Agreement with this Party. Is it not 
in the Choice of Perſons, whether to give them Mo- 
ney, and other Things for the Uſe of their Army, 
or be accounted Rebels by them, and ſo expoſed to 
Sufferings? Now when they chooſe to afford them 
Money, and other Neceſſaries, there can be no Con- 
ſtraint in the Caſe; for it is a manifeſt preferring Sin 
to a ſuffering Lot; a chooſing to enter into ſinful Ca- 
pitulations and Compacts with them, rather than to 
venture their ALL for their Religion, Liberties, and 
Country, which ſure argues a baſe Spirit. But of 

this more hereaſter, | 
That this Pop; Crew ſhould attempt to introduce 
Popery and Tyranny, and fo to demand Money for that 
Purpoie, is a high Provocation in the Sight of God ; 
and if fo, it mult ſurely be a Sin of a heinous Nature 
to aſſiſt, by complying with their Demands, in the 
Furtherance of ſuch a Rebellion, which is as the Sin 
of Witchcraft; and conſequently a capitulating with 
them muſt infer an Approbation of their Deeds, a 
fond gratifying them, a ſubjecting to their Impoſiti- 
ons and Uſurpations; is a ſinful ſhifting of a Teſti- 
mony, 


„ 


mony, when called for, proceeding from a faithleſs 
Fear of Man that cauſeth a Snare; and muſt, as far 
as Eaſt is from the Weſt, be accounted a Diſenting 
from that famous and faithful Claud of Witneſſes, who 
not only took joyfully the ſpoiling of their Goods; 
but were tortured, not accepting Deliverance, that they 
might obtain a better Reſurrection, H+6. 11. 25. 
This Rebellion againſt God, and the Lawful! Sowe- 
reign of theſe Realms, together with the mancipating 
and enſlaving the Subjects, (for no leſs can be intend- 
ed, ſince the tyrannical and bloody Reigns of Charles 


II. and James VII. are declared by them to be full 


of Clemency,) cannot be accompliſhed without ſuch 
Contributions as we ſpeak of: But why ſhould Men 
be ſo mad as to draw down Evil on themſelves, and 
on the Land, by helping the Ungedly, and loving them 
that hate the Lord? 2 Chron. 19. 2. Surely Wrath jha#t 
be on ſuch from the Lord, 

[ am apprehenſive, that unleſs thoſe who aſſiſt them, 
intend the ſame Wickedneſs with themſelves, what in- 
duces them to ſuch Conduct, is, that they may be 
ſcreen'd from their Fury and Swords, fince, as they 
conceive, ſuch, who will not contribute and pay when 
the Enemy demands, cannot but fall a Prey to their 
Fury and Rage, and be bereft of every Thing valua- 
ble: But I fear that the Way of Compliance is the rea- 
dy Method to bring what they feared on them; nor 
am I without Hope, that thoſe, who ſay not a Con- 
federacy to all thoſe to whom G/a/gow and Edinburgh 
ſay a Confederacy, and who neither fear their Fear 
nor are afraid, but ſanctiſy the Lord himſelf, and 
make_him their Fear and their Dread, ſhall find him 
for a Sanctuary. I will not conceal the Ground of 
my Fear and Hope in this Matter, /. 8. 12, 13, 
14, 15. alſo Chap. 65. 11, 12, 13, 14, 15. But ye are 
they that forſake the the Lord, that forget my holy Moun- 
tain, that prepare a Table for that Jroop, chat fur- 
niſh the Drink Offering to that Number: Therefore? 
vill number you io the Sww9rd, and ye Hall bow dun 
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te the Slaughter ; becauſe when I called ye did not an- 
fever, when I ſpake ye did not hear, but did Evil be- 
fore mine Eyes, and did chooſe that wherein I delighted 
not: Therefore thus ſaith the Lord God, behaid my Ser- 
wants ſhall eat, but ye ſhall be hungry : behcld, my Ser- 
wants ſhall drink, but ye all be thirfly: behold, my 
Servants ſhall rejoice, but ye ſhall be aſhamed: behold, 
my Servants ſhall fing for Fey of Heart, but ye ſhall 
cry far Sorrow of Heart, and ſhall hrwl for Fexation 
of Spirit. And ye ſhall leave your Name for a Cur/e 
unto my choſen: For the Lord God ſtall flay thee, and 
call his Servants by another Name. , 

None will be found who ſee not, that the affording 
Money, Swords, Targets, "Tents, or ſuch like Im- 
plements of War unto this Hoſt, is a ſtrengthning of 
their Hands; and as few, except Papiſis, and Malig- 
nants of their own Stamp, but will own them to be 
Ewil-Doers with a Witneſs: But if the ſtrengthning 
the Hands of Evil-Doers hardens them in their Ini- 
quity, (which is a Point beyond Debate) who ſees not 
of how deep a Dye that Wickedneſs muſt be ? Fer. 
23. 14. I have ſeen an horrible Thing — They ſtrength- 
en the Hands of Evil-Doers, that none doth return from 
his Wickeaneſs. 

That our perfidious Country-men under the Com- 
mand of Antichriſt”'s Armour-Bearer, have cut off a 
conſiderable Number of our Brethren already, and 
are about to exerciſe the ſame Cruelty towards others 
of them, if God ſhould ſuffer them, remains no lopg- 
er a Doubt: But, that it is the Duty of all to re/zewe 
the Oppreſjed, and deliver the Innocent from Death,. is 
ſtill more evident, Ja. 1. 17. and Prov. 24. 11, 12. 
If thou forbear to. deliver them, that are drawn to 
Death, and thoſe that are ready to be ſlain: Doth not 
he that pondereth the Heart conſider it? And he that 
keepeth thy Soul, doth he not know it? And ſhall not he 
render unto every Man accordiug to his Works? Now 
the contributing Money, Arms, &c, for thoſe Bloody 
Butchers, is quite incompatible with thofe other Duties. 
And

Aud ſurely he muſt be dreadfully infatuated, who pre- 
ſumes to plead ſor the one, and yet will acknowledge 
the other. I can warrantably aſſert, That every Man is 
under an Obligation, by the Royal Law of the great 
God, to preſerve and defend his Brethren, at the Ex- 
pence of the Loſs of All, and even his very Life. 
Fohn 3. 16.— We ought to lay diwn our Lives for the 
Brethren, Fobn 15. 13. But for one to give Money, 
Arms, Cc. to thoſe who intend to put all that fall not 
in with their unhallowed Projects, under military Exe- 
cution, and yet imagine that in this Caſe, he does his 
Duty towards his Brethren, is not only a Dreamer 
with a Witneſs, but ſeems deſtitute of that true Lowe 
ewhich works no Ill to his Neighbour, Rem. 13. 10. 
Otherways he would never put a Sword in the Hand 
of his Neighbour's Enemy to kill him. And let the 
guilty in this Matter, who ſeem to be led more by 
Intereſt than by the Word and Conſcience of Duty, 
contrive never ſo many Fig-leav'd Excuſes as they 
pleaſe, and take the molt prudent Method they can, 
to varniſh over their Compliances, they cannot miſs 
to plunge themſelves ſtill the deeper in the Gulph of 
Guilt; and a Wound and Blot ſhall they get, which 
ſhall not be eaſily wiped away: Whereas, he who eſ- 
ſays to keep his Garments clean, and proves faithful 
unto the Death, counteracting and oppoſing by his 
Teſtimony the /ax Schemes, and inconſtant Meaſures 
of this treacherous Generation, ſhall not only be pri- 
viledged in theſe evil Days, when Wars are in our 
Gates, on account of chooſing new gods, (Judg. 5. 
8.) with Peace of Conſcience, that ſweet ſinging Bd 
of Paradiſe, which ſhall be a hundred Fold in this 
Life; but ſhall alſo be honoured to be a Subject and 
Soldier of Michael the great Prince that ſtands up fer 
the Children of our Feople, and may, ere all the 
Game be over, become ſucceſsful againit the Invaders 
of our Religion and Liberties ; for the People that knows 
their God, all be ſtrong and do Exploits, Dan. 11. 32. 
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HE I 
It is not unworthy of our Conſideration, That this 


Party do bleſs themſelves in their own Eyes, on ac- 
count of their Succeſſes, as if they were infallible Do- 


cuments of the divine Approbation; and by how much 


the more 4/jtance they receive, by ſo much the more 
are they hardned in their evil Courſes: But tho' we 
are not to ret ourſelves becauſe of them, who proſper 
in their Way, becauſe of the Men, who bring wick- 
ed Devices to paſs, ſince evil Doers ſhall be cut off, 
(Plal. 37. 7, 9:) yet neither muſt we contribute to the 
hardning them in Iniquity, Egeé. 13. 32.—7:-— 
lirengthned the Hands of the Wicked, that he ſhould not 
return from his wicked Way. Lev. 19. 17. — Thou 
ſhalt in any Ways rebuke thy Neighbour, and not ſuffer 
Sin upon him. Eſpecially, as by the ſame Contribu- 
tions, which are Means of hardning them, we ſhould 
be mancipating ourſelves, and the Foſterity, into that 
Slavery, from which the heroic Spirit of our worthy 
Anceſtors, in the midſt of violent Attacks, wreſtled 
themſelves and us into a State of Liberty. 

If it was Aaron's Sin, which made the People naked, 
and which brought ſo great a Sin on them, to take, 
and their Sin to give that Contribution of golden Ear- 
rings, for making an Idol, Exod. 32. 3. The con- 
tributing to further the Introduction of Idol. IV onſpip, 
and deſpotic Government (which is the Caſe here, 
whatever be pretended) can be no leſs than a great 
Sin, which may yet occaſion the Fall of many thou- 
lands in the Camp of our Lirael ; and is fo far from a 
coming out to the Ae of the Lord againſt the Mighty, 
that it is a going cut to the Help of the Mighty againſt 
the Lord. 

If Rebellion be as the Sin of Witch-craſt, 1 Sam. 
15. 23. let thoſe, who contribute their Aſſiſtance, 
to carry on that preſently on foot, as well as Helpers 
to a diabolical Plot for the Ruin of the Proteſtant In- 
tereſt, and Welfare of Britain, remember the awful 
Fate of thoſe who aſſiſted Aabnijab in his Rebellion, 
1 Kings 11. 5. Adonijah the Sen of Haggith (like = 
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gon of our Pretender) exalted himſelf, ſaying, Iwill le 


King.—Ver. 7. And he confered with Joab, and with 
Abiathar, and they, following Adonijah, helped him. 
But you fee, in the next Chapter, what became of 
them all. 

That it was the Sin of Maher, in the Sight of 
the Lord, to give Pal, King of Mria, a thouſand 
Talents of Silver, when he came againſt the Land, 
in order that his Hand might be with him, none can 
reaſonably doubt who reads, 2 Kings 15. 18, 19, 20. 
But if this was his Sin, then the Exacting the Maney 
of Jae mult be finful alſo ; and if fo, HMrael's Pay- 
ment of ſuch Money, can be no leſs than their ſinful 
complying in this Deed ; and hence we are told, that 
in this, as well as in other Reſpects, Ephraim was op- 
preſſed and broken in Judgment, becauſe he had i- 
lingly walked after the. Commandment, Hoſea 5. 11. 

The laſt Inſtance, I adduce, ſhall be that of 
Wax his ſending Money to Tiglath-Pilneſer, King of 
Sria, which was both a Part and Proof of his Con- 
federacy with him, condemned in,and diſcharged to all 
the-Fearers of God, 2 Kings 16. 8. compared with 
1/a. 8. 12. But this I had Occaſion to mention for- 
merly. 

Unto this there are ſeveral Things objected by the 
corrupt Reaſon of Man, which greedily receives the 
Doctrine, ſpare thy/elf, and is fertile of Invention to 
plead for Eaſe; particularly, That of two Evils the 
leaſt ſhould be choſen. It cannot be queſtioned, 
but One may pals from a Part to preſerve the Whole; 
* as ſuppoſe a Man were ſeized by a Robber, it were 
* Wiſdom to tranſact with him, to give the half, that 
he may fave the other half, and the precious Life.” 

To which it may be replied, That thoſe, who 
make the Objection, ſeem not to underſtand well 
what they aſſert; for the Queſtion here is not at all 
anent two Evils of Szering or Loſs; for if that were 
the Caſe, any rationa] Man would chooſe the La: 
But it is, Whether or not we {hall expoſe ourſelves, and 
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our Al r, to Sufferings, rather than comply with, and 


aſſiſt Malignants and [ncendiaries, by Money, Cc. 


to the overthrow of Religion and Liberty? And I 
ſuppoſe no wiſe Man will chooſe the laſt, rejecting the 


firſt. A Part may be given to a Robber, immediate- 


ly attacking, rather than Life and all parted with, 
when he does not demand it for a wicked End de- 
clared: But ſhould he declare, when he demands a 
Part, That itis on Purpoſe he may thereby be enabled 
to aſſaſſinate the King, acquire the Crown for him- 
ſelf, introduce Popery and Peſpotiſm, every honeſt 


_ Heart, in this Caſe, would endeavour Self-defence, 


rather than capitulate, were it at the Hazard of being 


robbed and ſlain, fince no Man is to do Evil that 


Good may come of it. In the firſt Caſe, the Choice 
is of the leaſt of two Evils of Suffering : In the laſt, 
one of the two to be choſen is either Sin or Suffering : 
But Sin can never warrantably fall under the choiſe of 
any, far leſs of a Chriſtian. _ 

It is no leſs impertinently objected by others, 
That if we are to draw an Argument againſt the 
Payment of this Contribution, from the Miſappli- 


« cation thereof, we ſhall be ſure to condemn our 


% own Practice in the Payment of Ceſs and Cuſtom 
* formerly, for ſome of it has not been ſuitably applied 
% by the Legiſlator.” For tho' I profeſs not to be a 
Stateſman, to know how the publick Money in the 
Nation is applied, yet ſo far as I know, Nothing finful 
is laid down, as the Ground of theſe Exactions off the 
Subject; and conſequently the Miſapplication of them, 
(fallen out merely by the perſonal Fault of thoſe in 
Power, and poſterior to their being required,) can be 
no more charged on us than the Factor of a Noble- 
man his truculently and perfidiouſly ſtealing and miſap- 
plying of his Rents, can be imputed to the Tennents, 
who paid the ſaid Rents, without having any ſuch 
Deſign notified to them: But in the Caſe, the Sin- 
fulneſs whereof I have been eſſaying to ſhow, Mat- 
vors are far otherwiſe, for the Intelligent cannot _= 
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ſee the Snare upon Mixpeb, and the Nee. read upon 
Tabor. Beſides, there is a vaſt Difference between the 
one and the other: For ſince, by the law of God, 
Tribute is due unto our SoverEicn King GEORGE, 
he being choſen by the Kingdom as their Proteſtant 
Prince, Tribute muſt be paid to him by the ſame 
Law: Whereas the paying Tribute or Cuſtom to theie 
cruel Conſpirators, is a giving of it to thoſe who have 
no Manner of Right, Papiſts being for ever ſecluded 
from the Crown of theſe Realms, by the publick 

Deed of the Nation. ü 
We are told further by thoſe Peaders for Baal, 
© That their paying of ſuch Money, Sc. was in- 
voluntary and conſtrain'd, and therefore cannot be 
* accounted a yielding.” To which I agſwer, That 
the Deſpotic Mill of the pretended Prince, being the 
only Law by which this Money, Tents, Arms, Cc. 
are demanded, counts nothing voluntary, in this Caſe; 
but Compliance, and will account nothing involunta- 
ry, but Difobedience, and fo conſequently will look 
on all, who pay as willing, as all who pay not, are 
unwilling : And therefore it mult be a mere f:t:015 
Unwillingnets in thoſe Perſons, who yield real Obe- 
dience, and ſo capacitate thoſe treacherous Savages, 
to perpetrate their intended Miſchiefs, ſeeing the 
Queſtion here is not anent parting with Money (which 
few are willing to) but anent obeying the Vill of this 
pretended Prince ; and which, when done, will be 
looked on by him, as a willingly walking after the 
Commandment. Beſides, tis impoſſible in the Na- 
ture of Things, that Obedience here can be any other 
than a voluntary Action; for when the Perſon receives 
the Mandate to pay, does he not deliberate with him 
ſelf; what to do in this Caſe ? And the Queſtion will 
infallibly be, Shall I pay, and be in Favour ; or dif- 
obey, and exp1ſe my/elf to Suffering * Does not the Iſſue 
proclaim Election and Choice, and that the Deed is 
deliberate and voluntary? And if ſo, certainly 4 
C pars 
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partaking in fin, Pſalm 50. 18. Thou ſaweft a Thief, 
ard thou conſentedſt, &c. 

The laſt ObjeQion which I have heard, is, That 
« there was ſuch a terrible Force, as could not be 
C reſiſted ; and therefore what could be done but to 
pay Contributions?“ I muſt ſay that this is a poor 
Shift for Men to betake themſelves unto ; eſpecially 
thoſe who never tried what was their Strength. I am, 
for my Part, convinced that there was, in human 
Probability, Abundance of Force to be had for 


the Oppoling of the common Enemy, had there 


been a Spirit for it: Yea, I am obliged to own that 
there was a Willingneſs and Chearfulneſs in ſome to 
have done it; eſpecially, Seceders and others, had 
they not been diſcouraged by the Management of 
thoſe, whoſe Province it was to be among the firſt. 
I ſee not but there has been, for ſome time paſt, and 
ſtill is, a looking too much to Equality or Superiority 


of Forces; and it would ſeem, ere our Deliverance - 


come, that the Lord will learn us to look to another 
Airth. When Abab, tho' a wicked Man, found Sa- 
maria beſieged by Benhadad, and 32 Kings with him, 
together with ſuch a Number, that the Duſt of Sama- 
ria would not ſufſice for Handfuls to the Army; and 
when he had this Meſſage ſent him by the King oz 
Syria, 1 will ſend my Servants ta thee to-morrow, about 
this Time, and they ſhall ſearch thine Houſe, and the 
Floufes of thy Servants, and it ſhall be, that zwhatſoever 
zs pleaſent in thine-Eyes, they ſpall put it in their Hands 
and tare it away, 1 Kings 20. He hearkned not un- 
to him, nor conſented ; but told him, Let not him 
that girdeth on his Harneſi, boaſt himſelf as he that 
putteth it off. And hence, it came to paſs, that in 
this Method, tho' the Army was ſo great as to fill the 
whole Countrv, the Lord, with whom it is all one to 
fave by few or by many, by the Inſtrumentality of 
the 232 young Men of the Princes of the Provinces, 
delivered them unto the Hand of 4hab, ſo that the 
SHyiaus were {lain with a great Slaughter. It is true, 
4/25 entered into a Compact with Benbadad after- 
| „ wards ; 
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1 
wards: But it proved his Bane and Ruine, as you ſee 
in the Cloſe of the Chapter. The like Examples we 
have of Gideon and Fonathan's Caſe. A ſmall Force, 
having Dependance on the Lord, will wax ſtrong and 
do Exploits; and therefore there can be no Strength 
in the Objection, 


I woulC, ſecondly, make it appear, That the com- 
plying with, and giving Money, Arms, &c. unto 


the Antichrillian Faction now in Arms, and their Com- 


pliers in this cruel Conſpiracy, is contrary to, and 
condemned by the Acts and Con/litutions of this Church 
in her pureſt Times. 

The A em. 1646. Seſſ. 14. in their FE for cenſus 
ring the Compliers with the publick Enemies of this Kirk 
and Kingdom, have theſe Words, The Aſſembly 
taking to their ſerious Conſideration, the great and 
ſcandalous Provocation, and the grievous Defection 
* from the publick Cauſe, which ſome have been 
+ guilty of, by complying wwith the Rebels, the publick 
Enemies of the Kirk and Kingdom: And judging 
it a Duty, incumbent on them, to bring ſuch noto- 
rious Offenders to publick Satisfaction, that the 
* Wrath of God may be averted, and the publick 
Scandal removed; do therefore require, decern, 
„ and ordain, That ſuch as, after lawful Trial, ſhall 
be found to have been in actual Rebellion, and to 
have carried Charge with the Rebels —That all and 
every one of ſuch Offenders, ſhall humbly acknow- 
edge their Offence, upon their Knees, firſt before 
the Presbytery, and thereafter before the Congre- 
** gation, upon a Sabbath, in ſome Place, before the 
** Pulpit: And, in the mean Time, that they be ſuſ- 
*« pended from the Lord's Supper. And in caſe they 
do not ſatisfy, in Manner foreſaid, that they be 
* proceſſed with Excommunication. And likewiſe 
* ordains, That ſuch as ſhall be found to have pe- 
* cured Protectiůons from the Rebel, to have execute 
« their Orders, to have invited them to their Hoaler, to 
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& have given them Intelligence, to have druntes James 
& Graham's Health, (an Arch rebel) of to be guilty 
© of any other ſuch groſs Degrees of Compliance; ſhall 
« acknowledge their Offence publickly before the 
* Congregation, and be ſuſpended from the Commu- 
& nion, ay and while they do the ſame.” 

The 4/em. 1648. Seſſ. 21. in their Declaration con- 
cerning the preſent Dangers of Religion, and eſpecially 
the unlawful Engagement againſt the Kingdom of Eng- 
land, when they have ſhewn the Sinfulneſs thereof, 
hath theſe Words, We do earneſtly exhort, and in 
s the Name and Authority of the Lord Jefus Chriſt, 
“charge and require, all and every one of the Mem- 
« bers of this reformed Kirk of Sca//and, —that they 
* do not concur in, or any way a/i/} this preſent En- 
ff gagement,“ (much of the ſame Nature with the 
One on foot juſt now) as they would not partake 
* inother Mens Sins, and ſo receive of their Plagues ; 
but that by the Grace and Aſſiſtance of Chriſt, they 
« ſteadfaſtly reſolve to /afer the Rod of the Wicked, 
* and the atmq which wicked Mens Malice can afflict 
them with, rather than to put forth their Hand to 
% [niguity.” And what Effect this had on many, they 
tell, Sel. 23. in their Declaration and E xhortation 
to their Brethren in England. Many, ſay they, have 
** choſen rather to ſuffer the po:/ing of their Goods, 
* with Joy, than to fin againſt God by complying 
with an evil Courſe.” | 

The A em. 1644. in their AGF againſt the Rebels in 
the South and North, * Ordained that Presbyteries aud 
** Synods, reſpectivè, ſhould proceed, with the high- 
** eſt Cenſures of the Kirk, againſt all ſuch as as515- 
TED or joined with the principal Actors, in the un- 
** natural Rebellion, in the North and South, if they 
71 give not Satisfaction by publick Repentance.“ 

n their Seaſonable Warning, Fuly 27th, 1649. 
Sefl. 27th, they ſay, That if his Majeſty, or any 
having, or pretending to have Power and Commil- 

** gon from him, ſhall invade this Kingdom, upon 
a a | * Pretext 
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5 Pretext of eſtabliſhing him in his royal Power; ag 
it will be an high Provocation againſt God, to be 
as e or a/fi/ling thereto ; ſo it will be a neceſſa - 
« ry Duty to re// and pee the ſame.” 

Several others to the ſame Purpoſe might be addu · 
ced. But I proceed to ſhew, 


Thirdly, That the advancing Money, Arms, &c, 
unto this Client of Rome, diſplaying Antichriſt's Ban- 
ner, involves in it Perjury. And I only mention three 
Oaths, whereof it is a Breach. 

The Solemn League and Covenant deſerves the firſt 
Place, and I am not now to prove the unalter-ble 


binding Obligation thereof, having to do with thoſe, 
who I hope will not flatly deny the ſame, tho' the 


Practices of many look too much that Way. In the 
firſt Article of this Oa/b, we ſwear, ©* That we ſhall 
„ {incerely, really, and conſtantly endeavour—the Pre- 
% ſervation of the reformed Religion in the Church 
* of Scotland, in Doctrine, Worſhip, Diſcipline, and 
F Government.” But how can One poſlibly do this, 
in a Conſiſtency with contributing his Aſſiſtance to a 
Popiſh Crew, for the Overthrow of that Religion? 
Again, we ſwear, © That we ſhall endeavour the Ex- 
„ tirpation of Popery and Pre/acy?” But can any do 
that, and yet at the ſame Time contribute to help 
Papiſts and Prelates, (for of ſuch this Army is com- 
poſed) into Power, and fo to bring in the Mother of 
Harlots into theſe Lands? Further, we ſwear, That 
* we ſhall endeavour with our Lives and Eſtates, mu- 
** tually to preſerve the Rights and Privileges of Par- 
„ liaments, and the Ziberties of the Kingdom.“ Nov 
it is quite inconſiſtent to preſerve theſe, and yet con- 
cur in our Station, (for without ſuch Concurrence it 
could not be done, unleſs our Rock has ſold us,) to 
the Introduction of that Government, which accord- 
ing to their declared Principles, is paramount to all 
Jaws, Parliaments, Reaſon, Religion, and Liberties, 
Wing with Ottoman Tytanny. and now well known 
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by the Titles of Sovereign Authority, Prerogative Roy- 


al, and Abſolute Poaver, and ever, in its beſt Shape, 
regulated by Royal Luſt ? Moreover, we ſwear, That 
« we ſhall with all Faithfulneſs endeavour the Diſ- 
*© covery of all Incendiaries, Malignants, or evil In- 
« {ruments, by hindring the Reformation of Religi- 
ce on, and dividing the King from the People—that 
« they may be brought to publick Trial, and receive 
% condign Puniſhment.” That the Incendiaries in 
Arms are doing fo, is beyond all Queſtion, and con- 
ſcquently the Contributers thereto. But thele Things 
are only Hints. 

The next Oath which I mention, ſhall be that of 
the .25juration, and which all Magiſtrates, Collectors, 
and Comptrollers, &c. have ſworn. Altho' I appre- 
hend a Contrariety of ſome Clauſes in the ſaid Oath, 
to our covenanted Principles, (knowing however, no 
true P:e/ſoyterian, who has not full Freedom to abjure 
a Popiſh Pretender, as having no Right or Title what- 
ſoever to the Crown of theſe Realms, it being the re- 
ceived Principle of the three Kingdoms, that a Right 
to Government is founded on Election,) yet I muſt be 
allowed to fay, That thole who have ſworn, That 
« our SOVEREIGN KING GEORGE (according to the 
« expreſs Words of the Oath,) is Lawful and Right- 
« ful King of Great Britain, and all others His 
« Majesry's Dominions thereunto belonging; and, 
% That they believe in their Conſcience, That the 
« Perſon taking to himſelf the Style, and Title of 
« King of nglaud, by the Name of James the Third, 
% or of Scotland, by the Name of James the Eighth, 
or the Style and Title of A7zg of Great Britain, 
* hath not any Right or Title avhatſoever, to the 
* Crown of this Realm, or any other the Dominions 
„ thereunto belonging; Renouncing, Refuſing, and 
« Abjurirz any Allzgiance, or Obedience to him; 


« ſwearing that they will bear faithful and true Alle- 


*« giance to His MajesTy King Grorct; and him 


Will ah t the wt of their Power, againſt a// 
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« traiterous Confpiracies, and Attempts whatſoever, 
„% which ſhall be made againſt his Perſen and Gowern- 
* nent, &c. I ſay, that thoſe who did ſwear this 
Oath, and yet will in the leaſt 2, or 2ſt the pre- 
ſent rebellious and traiterous Conſpiracies againſt both 
the Perfen, and Government of His MujESTY KISS 
GORE, by Contributions raiſed to the exauctorating 
and dethroning Him, and the reducing theſe Lands 
into abſolute Slavery, and that upon the bare Demand 
of theſe Hell-Hounds; and, which is ſtill worſe, 
while there is no military Force uſed againſt them, 
muſt be very much abandoned, outſtripping the W ick- 
edneſs of the very Heathens, who feared an Oath. 
To take the Name of the great God in their Mouth 
in ſuch a ſolemn Manner, and yet to pay no more 
Regard thereto, than to lay hold on the firſt Oppor- 
tunity of breaking that Oath, wherein it is invoked, 
proclaims Men to have loſt all Conſcience and Hone- 
ſty, and to haye drunk in that damnable Doctrine 
eſpouſed by the Papiſis, That no Regard is to be paid 
to an Oath further than ſerves their own IntereR. 
And I am afraid, ſuch dreadful Perjury ſhall be fol- 
lowed by molt terrible Plagues on the Perſons and Ci- 
ties guilty, if Mercy prevent not. Nor can I diſſem- 
ble that ſuch Perſons are in the High-way of Compli- 
ance with the other Abominations of that Mather of 
Harlots, the Church of Nome: And therefore, that 
we have no Security for our Lives, and Liberties, in 
that Common-wealth whereot they are Members, in 
regard, the next abominable Tenet embraced by 
them, may be, that helliſh Lateran Canon which en- 
joins,“ Kings to deſtroy and extirpate Hereticks out 
of their Dominions, under Pain of Excommunica- 
* tion.” And conſequently, ſhould the Pretender get 
the Throne, (which J deprecate,) they would af7/t in 
our Deſtrnftion, as they do now in the Sreps thereto, 
and as the Complyers did in the late unhappy Reigns. 

The laſt which I would mention, is the Burge/s 
Oath, the kirk Clauſe whereof, according to the _ 
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uſed in Edinburgh, Perth, and Glaſgow, is to this Puts, 


poſe, ©& Here I proteſt before God That I allow in 


% my Heart the true Religion preſently profeſſęd with 
jn this Realm, and authorized by the Laws thereof: 
« That I ſhall abide thereat, and defend the ſame to 
« my Lif?'s End, renouncins the Roman Religion called 
% Papiſtry.” Now to ſwear to the true Religion, and 
yet to ſtrengthen the Hands of Iablaters, by contribu- 
ting to their Help, ſo as they may be able to bring in 


a falſe Religion, are ſo contrary to one another, that 


he ſeems to be under dreadful Blindneſs and Infatuati- 
on, who ſees it not. To ſwear to abide at the true 
Religion, and to defend the ſame to the End of One's 
Life, and yet to pay Money out of that publick Good 
to which we belong, for the re-eſtabliſhing an hereti- 
cal and idolatrous Religion, are directly contradictory 
the one to the other, and can never ſtand together. 
To renounce the Roman Religion called Papiſtry, and 
yet to bargain with a bigotted Papi/t, who wants no 
leſs than Papiſtry eſtabliſhed in the Land again, and to 
give him Money to accompliſh his Purpoſes, are ſo 
different Extremes, that One would think they muſt 
be ſtrangely given up to Deluſion, who believe they 
may do both, for it is as much as to ſay, they renounce, 
and yet embrace Papiftry. What dreadful Equivoca- 
tion muſt this be, and what a deceitful Soul do ſuch 
Complyers {wear with, and conſequently may fear, that 
they ſhall not be admitted into God's holy Hill ? But 
I hope the very putting Perſons in mind of theſe 
Things, will make them aware. Before I end this, 


I would have Perſons concerned to remember, that 


Perjury not only is a Sin of a deep Dye, and ſevere- 
ly punithed by the Lord, Mal. 3. 4, 5. but in our 
Law is puniſhable by Confiſcation of all the Offender's 
moveable Goods, Impriſonment, and Infamy, Queen 
Mary, A# 19th. 


I am laſily, to make it appear, That the Aſſiſting, 
and Aiding the preſent Rebellion by Contributione, 


are

high Treaſon by our Law. And for, Brevity's ſake, 
I ſhall ſet down what I judge to the Purpoſe out of 
Sir Janes Stewart's Abridgemont of the Ads of Par- 
liament, which may ſuffice in the preſent Caſe.

* who ass1sTs in Red, Comfort, Counſel, MAINTR“LO 
NANCE, ſuch as ſhall be juſtified for the ſaids Crimes, 
fra the ſaids Crimes be notour, or the Tranſgreſſor 
convict, that he be puniſhed as the Principal.” 
Ibid. Chap. 14. Again, All Acts againſt the Reſet 
* of Traitors and Rebels ratified; and that none 
SUPPLY OR INTERCOMMUNE WITH THEM, OR 
GlVE THEM ANY RELIEF OR COMFORT, but that

And laſt of 
all, hear the Noble Patriot Fob» Duke of Argyle, 
General and Commander in Chief of His Majeſty's For- 
ces in Scotland, 

*© Whereas, I am certainly informed, that the Earl 
« of Mar, and the other Rebels, have, in Profecuti- 
on of their treaſonable Practices, adventured to im- 
© poſe a Ceſs upon ſome Parts of the Shires of Fife, 
' Clackmanan, Kinroſs, and Perth; and whereas, the 
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paying any Money to the Rebels, or complying 
« with any of their Orders or Demands, ' will infer 
« high Treaſon againſt ſuch as do the ſame, as being

Therefore, and that all the well - affected People may 
« now, and prevent their Danger in this Matter, I

© or any other where within Scotland, to give, or fur- 
«© niſh the Rebels with Money, Proviſions, or any 
c Other Aid and Afiſtance, or Comfort whatſoever, 
directly or indirectly, under the higheſt Pains and 
„ Puniſhments of the Law.”

Compleat Hijtory of the late Rebellion, Pag. 42, 43. 

I ſhall here ſubjoin ſomewhat that properly belongs 
to Royal Burroughs to conſider at this Time, Page 39. 
Stexwart's Index, Act declaring their Majeſties will 
give Commiſſion, one or more, for enquiring into 
* the Condition of the common Good, and Revenues 
* of all Royal Burroughs, and how it hath been ma- 
* naged, and to call Malverſers to Account. And 
© that for hereafter, they ſhall contract no Debt, 
without an Act of Town-Council in its fulleſt Con- 
vention, containing the Cauſes, according to which 
„ the Contracters and Granters of the Band are to be 
*« anſwerable, at the Inſtance of any Burgeſs, that 
«© hath been in the Magiſtracy, but Prejudice to the 
** Creditor's Security.“ Will. and Mary Parl. 1. SG. 
4. Chap. 29. The which may let our complying Coun- 
cils underſtand, that they may come to be called in 
queſtion for their Conduct. 

To all that I have ſaid, I ſhall add an Example 
or two, of the Stedfaſtneſs of Saints in former Times, 
for the Encouragement of ſuch who would keep their 
Garments clean. Baronias tells us, An. 303. p. 748. 
That under the Perſecution of Diocliſian, when 
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* the Perſecutors ſought of the Witneſſes, but their 
*© Bibles, poor Coats, Money, or Cups, as Evidences 
„of their ceding, they refuſed Deliverance on theſe 
Terms: And at length, when the Soldiers would 
* have been ſatisfied, did the Chriſtians but give them 
* any old Clout or. Paper in Place of the Bible, they 
« refuſed to give them ſo much as a Caſt-away 
« Clout.” Sozomen reporteth, * That Marcus Are- 
* thufius, when tormented by Julian, becauſe he 
* would not build the Idol-Temple, which he had 
* formerly demoliſhed, tho' he was content to take 
« ſome of the Expences off him, and to ſave his Lite, 
* he refuſed to give ſo much as one Ha// penny.” 
Lib. 5.9. Cent. Mag. Cent. 4. pag. 637. and 833. 
where much more to the ſame Purpole may be ſeen. 

In the Year 1621, when Ferdinand was admitted, 
by the Electors of Franiford, King over the Bohemians, 
who oppoſed him as being an open Enemy to their 
Religiou and Liberties ; and when there was a De- 
mand that the Proteſtznt Congregation, in Prague, 
ſhould lend ſome Thouſands ot Pounds to Ferdinand, 
for the Payment of his Popiſh Army, they unani- 
mouſly anſwered, That they would a» nothing againſi 
their Conſciences, Clark's Marty. p. 161, 165. The 
Chriſtian Zews and Gentzles (the heretic Ci, on- 
ly excepted) were ſo far from aiding the Fes, in 
their Rebellion againſt the Romans, a little before the 
Deſtruction of Feru/al-m, when they ſeized on all the 
ſtrong Forts in F udea, that they left both Zudah and 
Feru/alem, in ſo much, that when the City was ſacked 
and burnt by Titus Army, not one Chriſtian was in 
it, Euſeb. Hill. Eccleſ. lib. 3. cap. 4. Epiphanius de 
Menſuris cap. 15. And after the Deſtruction of the 
City, when the Fews erected Bitter in Arabia, and, 
rebelling againſt Hadrian the Roman Emperor, mace 
choiſe of Barcocbah as their King; the Chriſtians 
dwelling in that Country not only rejected him as their 
King, {till cleaving to the Emperor, but refuſed to 
aſſiſt him in the leaſt ; for which he flew them with 
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all Manner of Torture, Mede in Apo. Cam. Part. 1. 
p. 43. Dr. Ham. in Rev. 11. 3. 7. and Note B. C. 

But we have innumerable Examples of the Bravery 
and Heroic Spirit of our Forefathers, in the Reigns 
of Charles II. and James VII. who chooſe rather to 
ſuffer the greateſt aries, and even Death itſelf, 
than to pay Fines, Fay lur- Fes Militia-Money, and 
Locality, tor furniſhing Soldiers liſted (as the preten- 
ded Grand Child's are} under a Banner diſplayed a- 
gainſt Religion and Liberty. 

Upon the whole, I conclude that the affiſting and 
aiding of the preſent Rebels, by giving them Money, 
Arms, "Tents, Brogs, Fla fs, or whatever elſe con- 
tributes to ſupport their deſperate Cauſe, contradicts 
the Word of God, the only Rule of Faith and Man- 
ners, is condemned by the laudable Acts and Conſtitu- 
tions of this Church, in her pureſt Times, in its Na- 
ture involves Perjury and high Treaſon; and contra— 
dicts the Example of the famous Witneſſes for Chriſt 
in former Times; and ſo conſequently, rather than 
have an Hand in it, that the whole Nation, as one 
Man, ſhould gather themſelves together, to ſtand for 
their Life, to ſlay, and to caule to periſh, all the 
Power of the People and Province that would aſſault 
them, as the Fexws did, E/ther 8. 11. alſo Chap. q. 
And to make Papiſts and Malignants to know, that 
Proteſtants are not ſuch Lovers of their ame and 
Maucipation, as to ſuffer their Cities to be ſacked and 
burnt; their Countries to be waſted and pillaged ; 
their Blood ſhed, and them ſelves miſerably maſſacred 
by the truculent, treacherous, and ſavage Monſters 
in Arms; nor by their Accomplices i in this cruel Con- 
ſpiracy on foot. Shall the Sons of Zion ſee the City, 
that was full of People, ſit ſolitary and become Widow? 
She that was great among the Nations, and Princeſs a- 
mong the Provinces, become 7ributary, weeping ſore 
in the Night, having her Tears on her Cheeks; a- 
mong all her Lovers one to comfort her, all her 
Friends dealing treacherouſly with her, and becom- 
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ing her Enemies; gone to Captivity, becauſe of great 
Aifliction and Severity, dwelling among the Heathen, 
and finding no Reſt; her Perſecutors overtaking her 
in the Straits, the ways of Zion mourning, becauſe 
none cometh unto the folemn Feaſts; all her Gates 
deſolate, her Prieſts ſighing, her Virgins «afflicted, and 
ſhe in Bitterneſs; her Adverſaries being the chief, 
and her Enemies proſpering : Shall, I tay, the Sons 
of Zion look on all this with an unconcerned Eye? 
And ſhall none of the Gowernours of Iſrael offer them- 
felves willingly among the People, nor of the Pecple, wen- 
ture to help the Lord againlt the Mighty? I am fatif- 
fied that the Daughter of Babylon ſhall be deſtroyed, 
and that he ſhall be happy who ſhall reward her as 
ſhe has done unto us; and that when the Lord, whoſe 
Fire is in Zion, and his Furnace in Feru/alem, ſhall 
have performed his 2vho/e Work on Mount Zion, and 
on 7eru/alem, he will puniſh the ſtout Heart of his 
Enemies, and the Glory of their high Looks. He 
will bring them to their End, and none ſhall help 
them, tho they ſhould for a while plant the Taber- 
nac les of their Palace, between the Seas, in the glorious 
holy Mountain, which ſome conceive to be Britain, 
Dan. 11. 45. 

In the mean Time, I cannot but adviſe my Bre- 
thren and Countrymen, to endeavour the keeping 
their Garments clean, were it at the Loſs of all in the 
World, and even the precious Life: It is not neceſ- 
ſary that they ſhould live, or have Riches and Eſtates; 
but of abſolute Neceility to honour God, and confeſs 
him before Men. Stand faſt in the Faith, quite yo 


like Men, be ſirong: hold fall what you hade; let no 


Man take your Crown, or ut you from your Excellency, 
which is always the Plot of Enemies, <uhether by Force 
or or Fraud, C raft or Cruelty. Beware of their Snares, 
and of their tender Mercies, which are Cruelty ; and 
when they ſpeak fair, believe them not, for there are 
ſeven Abominations in their Hearts. Study to get in 
to the ſtrong Hold, and under the Covert of 8 
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and the Shadow of the Mediator's Wings, for there 


is Safety in the Evil Day. Let Zion, and its Welfare, 
be more on your Spirits than your chiefeſt Joy. Stand 
by, and for Michael, the great Prince, who will ſtand 
by, and for you. Let not that flavith Fear, which 
always brings a Snare, be entertained by you: But 
hear what the Lord ſays unto you, //a. 51. 12, 13. 1. 
gwen I am he that comforteth you : Who art thou, that ihn 
Jhouldlt be afraid of a Man, that ſhall die, and of the Son 
of Man, <chich ſhall be made as Grajs* And forgetteſt 
the Lord thy Maker, that hath ſtretched forth the Hea- 
went, and laid the Foundations of the Earth, and haſt 
feared continnally every Day, becauſe of the Fury of the 
Oppreſſor, as if he avere ready to deſtroy; and where, 
the Fury of the Oppreſſor? And, with reſpect to what 
I have been ſpeaking of, I ſhall conclude in the Words 
of the Spirit of God, Ja. 8, 12, 13, 14, 15. Say not ye 
2 Confederacy, to all them to whom this People ſhall jay 
a Confederacy : neither fear ye their Fear, nor be afraid, 
Sandtify the Lord of . Hoſts himſelf, and let him be your 
Fear, and let him be your Dread; and he ſhall be for a Sau- 
ctuary: But for a Stone of Stumbling, and for a Rock of 
O fence to both the Houſes of Iſrael: For @ Gin, and for 
a Snare to the Inhabitants of Jeruſalem. And many a- 
2nong them Gall ſtumble, and fall, and be broken, and be 


fuared, and be taken. Be not allured by their deceiv- 


ing Illuſions, but always remember the Words of the 
Spirit of God, by Solomon, applicable to the preſent 
Caſe, Prov. 1. 10. 20. My Son, if Sinners entice 
thee, conſent thou uot. If they ſay, come with us, let us 
lay wait for Blood, let us lurk privily for the Innocent 
&vithout Cauſe 3 let us fwallow them up alive as the 
32 and auhole as thoſe that go down into the Pit. 
e ſhall find all precious Subſtance (the very Breath of 
the Rebels now in Arms) wwe /hall jill our Houſes 
avith Spoil : Caſt in thy Lot among us; lit us all have 
ene Purſe. My Son, walk not thou in the Way with 
them; refrain thy Foot from their Path ; for their Feet 
yan to Evil, and make haſle io ford Blocd. Surely in 
Vain 
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wain le Net is foread in the Sight of any Bird, (they 
will be ſure to conceal their helliſh Intrigues, for fear 
the Wickedneſs of them be diſcovered,) and they lay 
ewait for their own Blood : They lurk privily for their 
own Lives.

and high Treaſon, to compliment to a Popiſh Preten- 
der, their Religion and Liberties," that his Hand may 
be with them „2 King 15. 19. But which, when the 
Scales turn, will contribute to their Infamy and Diſ- 
grace. As I am ſatisfied, that, into how many dif- 
ferent Forms (Preoteus-like) the Invaders of our Reli- 
gion and Liberties turn themſelves, their Intention is 
to abſorb or ſwallow up our moſt valuable Liberties, 
both ſacred and civil: I judged it not amiſs, in this 
ſhort Summary, to give the Generation a View of the 
moſt wicked Principles, and helliſh Practices of Papiſts 
towards the Proteſtants, both ſor the upſtirring of the 
ſecure, under the preſent awful Diſpenſations, inſtruc- 
ting the Ignorant, and warning my Countrymen of 
what they may expect, ſhould the Antichriſtian Party, 
now in Arms, prevail. And leſt I be accuſed of Im- 
poſture here, I ſhall let them know where they may 
find what I adduce. I am, firſt of all, to acquaint 
them, that, as the moſt Part of the Doctrines which 
Proteſtants maintain, are rejected by that Church, 
whereof the pretended James VIII. is a Member, and 
ſome ſay, a Cardinal; ſo they were ſolemnly re- 
nounced by the bloody Council of Trent, and their 
Avouchers,the Proteſtants excommunicated as Hereticks, 
which they have reckoned them ever ſince : Any will 
find this by reading the Decrees of that Council. 
Altho' Proteſtants be rebellious Children, yet they 
muſt know, that they are Subjects of his Helin the 
Pope of Rome ; for Rachen, a famous Popiſh Lawyer 
in France, in his Book intitled, A Rewieww of the 
Council of Trent, Iib. 2. cap. 10. tells us, That the 
« following Poſition is commonly received in the 
* Church of Rome, That it is neceſſary to Salvation to 
«« believe, that every Creature is Sulject to the Pope of 
© Rome.” In Conſequence of this, whatever the 
Pope teaches, mult be believed, and reſted in, under 
Pain of Excommunication and Damnation. Bellar- 
mine, one of the moſt learned that ever appeared in 
the Popicb Cauſe, lib. 3. de verbi interp. cap. 5, 9. w 
| h 
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Bb. d Rim. Pont. c. 2. aſſerts, That the Pape is chief 
* Judge in all Controverſies in Religion; either he 
„ himlelf alone, or with his Council; and that in his 
** Judgment and Sentence all Men ſhould reſt, and 
* he ſhould be obediently heard of all the faithful. 
* in all Matters of Controverſy, whether he can err 
„% or not.” But leſt any ſcrupulous Proteſtant ſhould 
not ſwallow down all the SFr which his Halineſt 
commands, and decerns, for fear that, by this Means, 
he ſhould fin againſt the Lord, the fame Hellarmine, 
contra Barclay, cap. 31. obviates that Objection, by ac- 
quainting them, © That Chrift hath given to the 
% Pope Power to make Sin to be no Sm; and that 
* which is not Sin, to be Sin.” But left he be not 
fufiiciently underſtood there, he is fure to explain 
himſelf in 4b. de Pontif. cap. 5. aſſerting, ©* That it 
* the Poe did err in commanding Vices, or prohibi- 
« ting Virtues, the Church ſhould be obliged to be- 
* lieve Vices to be good, and Virtues to be evil.” 


May not the Pope then, by this Means, lead Souls to 


Hell in the Way of Iniquity ? Surely he may: But 
tho' ht ſhould, he muſt not be rebuked ; for their 
Canon Law has decreed, © That no Man ſhould re- 
rebuke the Pope, ſuppoſe he ſhould carry with him 
« innumerable Souls to Hell.” Farewel then Pro- 
teſtants, to your Bibles ; farewel God's Holineſs, 
and Reftitude impreſs'd in his Law; farewel all Ho- 
neſty at this Rate; yea, farewel all Rules, ſave the 
Pope's Lul. Matchleſs Impudence ! Peerleſs Wick- 
Edncls ! 

In Conſequence of this ra Preſnmption, and fri- 
trrus Supremacy, we are told by Rachen, Rewiew of 
the Council of Trent, lib. 2. cap. 10. That it is a com- 
« mon received DoQrine in the Church of Rome, 
* that the Pepe may abſolve his Suljects from their 
% Oath of Allegiance ts a Proteſtant Prince, alths* they 
% have ſworn in the moſt jolewn Manner. We need 
not then be ſurprized at the Rebellion of the Popi/s 


Cabal in our Land. But it is not enovgh that they 
U he 
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be looſed from their Allegiance ; for ſuch a Prince, 
if left alive, may prove fatal to their Catholick Faith z 


and therefore M. Allen, Principal of the Feſuits College 


at Rhemes, in a ſolemn Oration, taught, That it 
was permitted to Catholicks to kill Heretick 
„% Kings.“ Nor is he alone in this, for Fanciſcus de 
Verone, in his Apology for Chaſlal, part 1. cap. 7. 
mantains, That Kings and Princes, which are not 
* Roman Catholicks, may be lawfully kill'd by any 
« private Perſon ; and that the doing of it is a gene- 
„ rous, virtuous, heroick Exploit; a moſt holy, 
« worthy, commendable, and praiſe-worthy Work.“ 
Our lawful Soverign KING GEORGE, is then in 
the utmoſt Danger by the Emiſaries of Antichri/? ; con- 
ſidering that, according to them, his life may be 
taken away any how. 

That this Catholick Religion, in Conſequence of 
ſuch Doctrine, may get footing and be maintained in 
Kingdoms, the Pope will have Princes after his own 
Luſt and Pleaſure; for the forecited Rachen, ibid. 
Acquaints us, That it is the received Doctrine of 
the Papiſts, that the Pope, pon juſi Cauſe, may ſet 
% up a King in every Kingdom ; for he is the OVERSEER 
« of ALL Kingdoms in God's Stead.” And upon this 
Score, did Pope Pius V. (alias Impius) having de- 
poſed, and excommunicated Queen Elixabeth, for Pro- 
teſtantiſm, gave her Kingdom to P4i/ip IT. of Spain, 
who attempted, with a great Fleet, to invade it in the 
Year 1588. Who to his laſting Infamy, was diſappoint- 
ed, while his Armado ſunk as Lead in the mighty 
Waters. It was on the ſame footing, that Gregory XIII. 
who ſucceded Pius V. gave a Commiſſion to Thomas 
Stickly, to get the Kingdom of [re/and for his own 
Baſiard Son; which Interprize, was likewiſe rendered 
abortive, We now ſee upon what Score the Son of 
tne Popiſb Pretender has come to Scotland at this Sea- 
fon, and by what Tenure, ſhould he ſucceed in his 
Schemes, he would hold his Right: Sure none elle 
than unjuſt Dean and Rebellion, inſtigated by -= 
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Pope of Rome, whoſe Title to his temporal Principa- 
lity is the ſame; for in the Time of Pope Gregory II. 
when Leo [/aurus the Emperer, who had prohibited 
the Adoration of Images, and had pulled them down 
every where, was ſore haraſs'd with the Wars of the 
Saracenes in the Eaſt, the Pope, by Rebellion and 
tyrannical Invaſion, ſeized on Rome, and other Places 
in /taly, belonging to his Sovereign Lord, which is 
all the holding he has to this Day. No Marvel then 
that he ſtimulate others to perpetrate the ſame Wick- 
edneſs. : 

But can the Papiſts profeſs and promile fair to the 
Proteſtants for a while? Doubtleſs they can colour 
over their real Deſigns artfully. I ſhall have occa- 
hon below to mention a notable Inſtance thereof in 
the Maſſacre of Paris: Mean while, take one or two 
Examples of this Nature. Queen Mary of England, 
tho' a molt begotted Papift, ſwore to the Sufo/k Men, 
who aſſiſted in advancing her to the Throne, That 
* they ſhould enjoy the Liberty of the Proteſtant Re- 
* ligion;” yet, ſoon after, when they reminded her 
of her Promiſe, ſhe requited them with Priſon and 
Pilloring. Rapin's Hiſtory of Queen Mary of England. 
The Duke of York, that Vaſſal of Antichriſt, imme- 
diately after his bloody Brother's Death, declared, in 
a Proteſtation, ©* 'That it never was his Principle, nor 
« would he ever ſuffer Violence to be offered to any 
«© Man's Conſcience, nor uſe Force or invincible 
«« Neceflity againſt any Man, upon account of his 
« Perſuaſion.” But you ſhall hear, when I come to 
ſpeak of him more particularly, how contrary to this 
he acted. I am obliged to ſay, that Papiſts (like 
Foxes ) will cunningly catch at the Prey, but then vo- 
raciouſly ſuck out the Blood: Or rather like Panthers, 
who deceitfully and hy pocritically cover their fierce 
Countenances with their fore Paws, till once the 
Prey come near, and then they greedily ſeize it: For 
tho' they profeſs fair, and promiſe great Things, yet 
we muſt underſtand, when Proteſtants are in their 
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Power, that no Covenants are to be kept with ſuch 


Hereticks, The King of France being preſs'd by the 


Pope to join with the King of Spain to invade Eng- 
land, objected, That he was under Oath to the 
Queen of Fng/and.” But the Pope, as Cardinal O/- 
ſatus, in his 87 Epil. aſſerts, return'd anſwer, * That 
„ Oath was. made to an Heretic: But that he was 
© bound in another Oath to God and the Pope: 
Alledging, at the Cloſe, © That ſupreme Princes may, 
„ without any Danger to their Reputation, make 
« Covenants, and break them, lie, betray, and 
„ commit other ſuch Things.” Then this Farce in 
Scotland, may be carried on by Perjury, Treachery, 
lying, tricking, enſnaring, circumventing, and I 
| know not what Villanies; and yet our pretended 
Prince's Reputation be maintain'd, Papa e Cathdera 
ſtatuente: Verbis fictis irretite ellis, O Scoto-Britanni ! 
Take the Queen Regent of Scotland for another Ex- 
ample, who, as Buchan. lib. 16. fol. 198. relates, 
promiſed fair to the Nobility and Gentry, anent the 
Proteſtant Religion : But, when they put her in mind 
of it, like an honeſt Papi, ſhe declared, That 
Princes were not bound by the Promiſes which they 
Were obliged to make in the Exigence of their 
« Aﬀairs:” Then we may account for the fair Pro- 
miſes which the pretended Prince of Wales has publiſh- 
ed, and the Manner how they will be fulfill'd. Pope 
Urban II. made a Decree, * That an Oath made to 
* an excommunicated Perſon (as Proteſtants are) m 
* not be kept.” By this Time we ſee, that tho' 
they 4vou/d not, which yet the bewitching Charms of 
Popery will not ſuffer, they au break Promiſe and 
Oath to Proteſtants. The Council of Canſlance declar- 
ed to the Emperor, who had promiſed abſolute Safety 
to Jahn Huſs, and Jerome of Prague, to appear be- 
fore the Council, That he was not obliged to keep 
his Promiſe, becauſe no Faith is to be jk to He- 
** reticts.” And hence both of them were condemn- 
ed to the Fire. However intolerable this Doctrine 
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18, yet worſe follows, for Pope Gregory IX. Ab. 5 


tes. 7. de bereticis, cap. ult. ſays, © Let all know, 


© that they are looſed from their Fidelity and Obe- 
« dience, and any Duty whatſoever, that they are 
% bound to, to any that are maniteſtly fallen into 
% Hereſy.” What then muſt poor Proteſtants ex- 
pect, hnce no Duty a tener 15 to be performed to- 
wards them: What, but to be deſtroyed and rooted 
out of the Kingdont ſhould this Limb of Antichriſt, 
now in Rebellion, paſſeſs the Throne, and introduce 
that Religion, which (like Draco's Laws) is always 
written in Blood? Let us ſee then what follows. 
Franciſcus de Verone, in his Apel;gy for Fohn Chaltel, 
grants Allbavance to every private Man ts murder the 
Heretick as he meets him. Upon the Day before the 
Maſſacre in 4{reland, the Prieſts gave the People a free 
Diſmiſs at Maſs, with free Liberty to go and take 
Poſſeſſion of all the Proteſtants Lands; as alſo ta 
itrip, rob, and ſpoil them of all their Cattle, &c. 
the Proteſtants being worſe than Dogs; for they 
were, ſaid they, Devil, and ſerved him; and 
therefore the killing of ſuch, was a meritorious 
At, and a rare Preſervative againſt the Pains of 
of Purgatory; for that the Bodies of ſuch Papiſts as 
ſhoald die in the Quarrel, would not be cold, before 
their Souls ſhould aſcend up into Heaven. C/ar#'s 
Gen. Martyrology p. 348. The ſame Author, ibid. 
tells us, that the Prieſts gave the Sacrament unto di- 
vers of the 1-;4, upon Condition, that they ſhould 
neither ſpare Man, Woman, or Child of the Pro- 
teſtants, ſaying, it did them a great deal of Good to 
waſh their Hands in their Blood ; and they openly 
profeſſed, that they held it as lawful to kill a Prote- 
itant, as to kill a Sheep or Dog; and to take their 
Lives and. Eſtates from them, as to take a Bone out 
of a Dog's Mouth. 

Now are we come to the diſmal Scane. It would 
{well this Pamphlet beyond my deſign'd Brevity, ſhould 
I inſiſt upon the innumerable Examples of Popiſh Cru- 


_ elty; a Hint ſhall only be given, In the Perſecution

of Palas, and his Followers (called VWallenſes,) which 
began Anno 1160. The King of France overthrew 300 
Gentlemens Houſes, and deſtroyed ſome walled Tawns, 
purſuing the Inhabitants even to Flanders, where ma- 
ny of them were burnt to Death. At S!rawsburg 80 
were burnt at the Inſtance of the Biſhop. . Clart's 
Martyr. pag. 103. The Pope gave them over to Satan, 
interdicted all Society with others, made them unca- 

able of any Charges, Honours, Profits; to inherit 
er make Wills, be buried in Church-yards, con- 
fiſcated their Goods, diſinherited their Heirs, con- 
demned them to be delivered to the ſecular Power, 
their Houſes to be razed, and commanded all Kings, 
Princes, &c. to make an exact Inquiſition, to ſhut the 
City Gates, to apprehend, kill, and uſe all Manner 
of Violenge to them: yea, and the very giving a Cup 
of cold Water, or a Pad of Straw to ly on when in 
Priſon, was punithed in the ſame Manner. In the 
Year 1380. there were 150 Men, beſides Women 
and Children, delivered up to the ſecular Power to be 
burnt at Grenoble; and about 80 Perſons more at ano- 
ther Time. In the Valley of Loy/e, Anno 1488. There 
were 400 Infants ſtifled in their Cradles, and in all 
above 3ooo Men and Women perithed at that Time. 
In Calabria, the V aluenſes were chaſed to Woods, 
ſlain, wounded, and many died in the Caves of Fa- 
mine: zo of them were apprehended, and put to the 
Rack. 'There, 60 Women were ſo rack'd, that be- 
ing caſt into Priſon they ſoon died. Anno 1560. Such 
inhumane Cruelty was uſed towards 88 Proteſtants, 
that being ſnut up in Priſon, the Popiſh Executioner 
came to one, took him, blindfolded him, led him forth 
to a large Place adjoining, commanded him to kneel 
down, then cut his Throat, and leaving him half 
dead, went to the reſt, whom he ſerved all, one by 
one, in the ſame Manner. Clari's Martyr. pag. 238. 
In a Word, they were wholly rooted out of Calabria 
by theſe Popiſh Tygers. Anme 1540. The Inhabitants 
ef Merandel were burnt alive: The Inhabitants of 
Cabrier 
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Cabrier- and Pepin were ſlain, the Women raviſhed, 
the Breaſts of ſome cut off, and all their Habitations 
were piliaged, ſacked, and burnt. About 60 Peaſants, 
who readily opened the Gates to the Preſident of Op- 
pide, were cut in Pieces; the Women ſhut up in a Barn 
with much Straw, and Fire put to it, the Bellies of 
ſome they rip'd up, and when Infants came forth, 

they trode them under Foot: Above 2000 were lain 
in this Place. At Avignon, a godly Bookſeller was 
burnt for ſelling Bibles in French, at the ſame Time 
when bawdy Images and pictures were ſold thro' the 
Streets by others, and encouraged by the Clergy. 

Martyr. pag. 131. et ſegg. 

In the Perſecution of the Abingenſes, there were ſlain 
in the City of Beziers above Go, ooo Perſons, thro' 
the Cruelty of the Pope's Legate, not ſparing even 
ſome Reman Cathalicks. Earl Simon puil'd out the 
Eyes, and cut off the Noſes of above 100 in the Ca- 
{tle of Beron: The Earl and Legate burnt 140 Men 


and Women in the Caitle of Minerbe. Clark's Martyr. 


pag. 135. et egg. 

In the Year 1419. Twelve Senators ef Prague with 
the Mayor were lain, the Pope excited the Emperors, 
Kings, Princes, Dukes, Cc. to take up Arms againſt 
the Bohemians, intreating them by the Wounds of 
Chriſt, and their own Salvation, unanimouſly to fall 
upon, and utterly extirpate that curſed Generation, 
promiſing univerſal Remiſſion of Sins to the moſt 
wicked Perſon if he did but kill one of them. At 
Gottenbergh, Anno 1420. They threw 1750 into a 
deep Mettal Mine; 1038 into another; 1334 into a 
third. In Litomeritia, 24 of the chief Citizens were 
drown'd. Some were tormented with Fire till their 
Bowels came forth, others beheaded, ſome racked, 
and others baniſhed. An Euict was made, That all 
the Piccardi, without DiſtinCiion of Sex, Age, or Qua- 
lity ſhould be ſlain; in Conſequence of which many 
were cut off, In the Year 1547. Ferdinand with his 
Army ſeie'd ga Prague, impriſoned die pausipal _ 
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bles, Barons, and Citizens, ſcourg'd ſome, beheaded 
others, diſarmed the City, and took away its Privile- 
ges; and in two Years thereafier baniſhed about 200 
Miniſters... Clark's Martyr. pag. 149. et %%. About 
the Year 1617. Almoſt all the Proteſtant Miniſters in 
Bohemia were burnt, lain, or baniſhed ; many Milli- 
ons of Gold taken from the Inhabitants of Prague, 
the Nobles of the firſt Rate were condemn'd, ſome 
of them to perpetual Impriſonment, ſome to Baniſh- 
ment, and others to- Death : Marriage, Burial, and 
Baptiſm, yea, even Trading, Means of getting their 
Living, and at laſt, buying of Food were prohibited 
to Proteſtants : Priſons, Towers, Cellars, Stables, and 
Hog-ſtys were filled with them, where they died of 
Cold, Hunger, and Thirſt: They were deprived of 
Bibles, and other valuable Books. Clar#'s Martyr. 
pag. 161. et ſegg. Anno 15 50. At Valladolid in Spain, 
the Inquiſitors condemned 30 Proteſtants to the Fire. 
and at Seville 20 were roaſted at one Fire. Clar#'s 
Martyr. pag. 203, and 220. Much about the ſame 
Time, there was a dreadfu! Perſecution in Tah, the 
Heads of ſome were miſerably torn by Gunpowder 
put in their Mouths and fired: The Mouths of others 
were lit up to their Ears: Some had their Bellies 
burnt, ſo as their Bowels fell out: Some were thrown 
out at Windows on Spears: T'he Ears, and Cheeks of 
fome were cut off, and Holes burnt in divers Parts of 
their Bodies. The Eyes of ſome were bored out, and 
others were torn by Dogs. Cars Martyr. pag. 251. 
Anno 1543. The Popiſh Cruelty was fo brutal, that 
not one Town or City in all Flanders, wherein ſome 
vere not baniſhed, beheaded, or condemned to per- 
petual Impriſonment, eſpecially at Cent, many of the 
chief Men were burnt. And in Brabant, Artois, &c. 
zoo Men and Women were apprehended at one 
Time, whereof ſome were drowned, ſome buried 
quick, and ſome privily made away. 
In the Neither /and;, the Dute de Alva under Philip 
King of $24is with a great Army, exerciſed un: ral- 


ed 


ihe 

lel'd Cruelty againſt all Sorts of Perſons, both Nobi- 
lity, and Commons, permitting his Soldiers to raviſh 
Matrons, and Virgins, while they forced their Hul- 
bands and Parents to ſtand by, and look on. In the 
Space of fix Years, he cauſed hang above 18,000 Pro- 
teſtants, beſides thoſe he killed in War. Don Frede- 
rick his Son, who was rceeived by the Burghers of Zut- 
phen without Oppoſition, immediately fell to murder, 
hang, and drown a Number of the Inhabitants, and ex- 
erciſed infinite Cruelty upon» Wives and Virgihs, not 
ſpariny the very Infants. From thence marching to 
Naerden in Holland, the Inhabitants made an Agree- 
ment with him, and he entred the Town peaceably ; 
but, aſſembling the poor People upon fair Pretences, 
cauſed the Soldiers murder them all without ſparing 
one: The Men were maſſacred, the Women firſt ra- 
viſhed, and then murdered moſt cruelly, the Children 
and Infants had their Throats cut. Neither Man, 
Wife, Maid or Child, old or young, were ſpared in 
the whole Town. The Inhabitants of Harlem ſur- 
rendred the Town, on Compoſition to pay 240,000 
Florins, to redeem themſelves and Town from Spoil : 
But contrary to ſolemn Paction, the bloody Papiſts 
22 their Houſes, cauſed 300 to be hang'd and 

headed, and the next Day 247 Soldiers to be drown- 
ed; the Day following, a great Number to be execu- 
ted; the next Day 200 Soldiers and Burghers to be 
beheaded, ſhortly after, the Engliſb and Scots to be be- 
headed, and laſt of all, the fick and wounded to be 


treated in the ſame Manner. The City of Valenciennes 


in Honault, being beſiged, upon the account of their 
Religion, by the Signio» of Noircarmes, ſurrendred 
the City upon good Conditions: But when he had en- 
tred the Town, he kept the Gate ſhut for ſeveral 
Days, and moſt barbarouſly hang'd up all the French 
Soldiers, with the Miniſter, and Proteſtant Merchants, 
confiſcating their Goods. Clark's Martyr. pag. 265. 


et ſegg. 
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Amo 1630. The Imperial Army having taken 
Pa ſenvalel, not only beat, kill'd, and drove out the 
Savedes; but tortured the Towns-men, raviſhed the 
Women, and Girles in open Streets, and Church-yards, 
and even ſuch as were in Child-bed ; killed Men, fired 
Houſes, and burnt many in them ; burnt and ſmoth- 
red Children, maſſacred the Miniſters, and at laſt, 
burnt down the whole City. Magaeburgh a City fa- 
mous for Religion, being taken by Tilly, Arm 1631. 
was in 12 Hours almoſt reduced to Aſhes : No Mercy 
was ſhown to Age, Sex, or Condition; Ladies and 
Gentlewomen were raviſhed, above 20,000 Perſons 
flain, burnt, and ſmothered to Death; and 6000 
drown'd in the River Elbe. In Eke Manner, Arno 
1634. they treated Hoxter, ſparino neither Man, Wo- 
man, or Child, but moſt inhumanely butchering, and 
hewing in Pieces all with the Sword, ſo that they dy- 
ed the River Waſer red with Blood. In Saxony, they 
half ſtrangled the Proteſtants, and preſſed their 
Thumbs with Wheels. In Pomerania, they forced 
them to eat their own Excrements, thruſting them 
down their Throat, whereby ſome were choaked. By 
Matches or Cords tyed about the Heads of ſome, 
they twiſted them with Battoons, till Blood came out 
at their Eyes, Ears, and Noſes, and ſometimes their 
Eyes ſtarted out. To the Hands, Eyes, Ears, Tongues, 
Cheeks, Legs, Sc. they laid burning Matches, to 
which they ſet Fire. Some they hung up in the Smoak, 
drying them with ſmall Fire, but taking care leſt they 
thould die too ſoon. Some they roaſted with Fires of 
Straw, and fome in hot Ovens. Of ſome they tyed 
the Hands and Feet backward together, ſtopping their 


Mouths with Clouts to hinder them from Prayer. 


The Faces of ſome they plained with Chizzels, and 
others they caſtrated in Preſence of their Wives, and 
Children. The Mouths of ſome they ſet open with 
Gags, and poured ſtinking Water, Urine, &c. down 
their Throats. Whoſe Ears would not tingle, to hear 
of the Murders, Rapes, and other Cruelties uſed to- 
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were burnt, and alſo at Angers. 
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mw them? The faireſt Maids were raviſhed in Pre- 
ſence of their Parents, and forced to ſing Pſalms 
mean Time. Clark's Martyr. pag. 275, &c. 
The Duke of Gui/e Am 1562. ſet upon 1200 Pro- 
teſtants when they were aſſembled for Sermon, cut off, 
and ſlaughtered moſt of them. At Senlis, many were 


murdered, whip'd, impriſoned, fined, and others ſent 


to the Galleys. At Paris, the Parliament ſpared nei- 
ther ſmall nor great that fell into their Hands. At 
Amiens, all Bibles, New Teſtaments, Pfalm Books, 
were openly burnt, as well as the Proteſtants them- 
ſelves were ſhot, hang'd, and caſt into the River. At 
Meaux 400 were kill'd, and a thouſand Villanies com- 
mited. At Troys, Bibles, and other Divinity Books 
The Parliament at 
Paris, made a Decree Anno 1562. Commanding all 
* Catholicks preſently to riſe in Arms, to ſound the 
«« Bells in every Place, and to deſtroy all Proteſtants, 
without reſpect of Quality, Sex, or Age, to ſpoil 
« their Houſes, and utterly root them out.” But I 
ſhall now give a ſhort Account of that unparallel'd 
Maſſacre at Paris, Amo 1572. Which was thus con- 
ducted, 

When the Pope, the Court of Rome, Queen Catha- 
rin de medicis, and Charles the 9:h her Son, found that 
Fire, Faggot, and Force of Arms, (which they had 
uſed,) was not like to undo the Proteſtants, they pre- 
tended Friendſhip to them, and concluded a Peace, 
= the Siſter of the French King, to the King of 

avarr in Marriage, that ſo they might maſſacre the 
Proteſtants at the Marriage: But they ſuſpecting no 
Treachery, and relying upon the King's 52 
miſes, came to Paris, where the Queen of Navarr 
was poiſoned by a Pair of perfumed Gloves. The 
Gates being ſhut to keep in all the Proteſtants, (tho 


the Pretence was to ſearch for one who ſhot at the 


Aamiral,) and the Signal being given, by the ring- 
ing of the great Bell in the Palace, the Cut-throat 
Papiſte, whoſe Badge was a white Croſs in the Hat, 
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5 
(much like that of our ſavage Highlanders, ) ruſhed 
in to the godly Admiral's Lodging, cut off his Head, 
ſent it to the Pope in a Preſent, dragging his Body thro” 
the Street. Then they maſlacred the Proteſtant No- 
bility, and ali other Proteſtants they could fwd, ipa- 
ring neither Men, Women, nor Children, no not the 
Children in the Cradle, and Infants in the Mother's 
Womb. Above 60,000 Papiſts with Piſtols, Picks, 
Knives, &c. ran up and down (wearing, and blaſphe- 
ming the Name of God, cruelly maſſacring all they 
met. 'The Streets were covered with mangled Bodies, 
the Gates, and Doors deſiled with Blood, and nothing 
was heard, but the Shoutings of Murderers, break- 
ing open of Doors, the Noiſe of Guns and Piſtols, 
mixed with the Cries, and Groans of the dying. In 
a Word, above 10,000 were maſſacred in Paris that 
Night, and the River was dyed with their Blood. 
Upon this, Letters were immediately diſpatch'd to 
Meaux, Trois, Orleans, &c. for the Papiſts to maſſa- 
cre all Proteſtants without Pity, the which was ac- 
cordingly done, ſo that in few Weeks there were a- 
bove 30,000 murdered in France, ſome ſay 100,000. 
The dead Corpſes were ripped up, and their Greeſe 
ſold for three Shillings a Pound. Horreſco referens, 
Clark's Martyr. pag. 309. Fox's Ads and Monuments, 
Vol. zd. Great were the Rejoicings at Rome, when 
they had the Account of this bloody Tragedy. Pope 
Gregory 13th, ſent Cardinal Urfin to France to extol 
the King's great Piety and Zeal in that Action, and 
to beſtow Bleſſings, and ſpiritual Graces, upon him, 
the Duke of Guiſe, and the other Attors in this hor- 
rid Murder. Soon aſter, the Poe ſent Indulgences 
for Millions of Years to King Henry III. of France, 
and to his People, if they would be diligent, and zeal- 
ous in rooting out the Proteſtants. Curſed be Popiſh 
Wrath againſt Proteſtants, for it is cruel, Gen. 49. 7. 
In the Perſecution in the Valloline, Anno 1620. 
altho' the Grin Lords had granted Liberty to the 
Proteſtants, to exerciſe their Religion freely ; yet, the 
Popiſh

Popiſh Jnfidelt ſet upon the Proteſtants, at Sermon in 
Tell, while they ſuſpected no ſuch Thing, and cut 
them off without regard of Age or Sex: Then marched 
to Senders, the Catholicks whereof had promiſed all 
Manner of Help, and Security to the Proteſtants ; 
vet, notwithſtanding, treacherouſly betraying them, 


join'd wich the other Papiſts in Maſſacring whoever 


they could find. The Mouths of ſome they gag'd, 
filled with Powder, and ſet Fire to; by which their 
Haads were torn aſunder: Others they flit up to the 
Ears: Some they {laſl!'d in their Bodies till they died; 
and having put others to the S/rapad?, (a dreadful 
Rack) they then cut them to Pieces: The Brains of 
ſome they beat out upon a Smith's Anvil: The 
Throats of others they cat with Knives: Some they 
knock'd on the Head with Axes: The Noſes and 
Breaſts of others they pull'd off with red hot Pincers : 
Some they tore in Pieces by Horſes ; and the Hearts of 
others they pull'd out, gnawing them with their Teeth: 
Some they hang'd by one Foot with their Head hang- 
ing in Water; the Hands and Feet of others they 
cruſh'd between red hot Irons. Clark's Mar. pag. 327. 
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It is well known to iſtorlans, how the Dake of 
Guiſe, and his Faction in France, entered into the 
Holy League, (for ſo they called it, but of all others 
the moſt helliſh) to root out all Proteſtants; in Pro- 
ſecution whereof, they warred and rebelled againſt 
their Sovereigns, King Herry III. and IV. to the 
Ruin of ſeveral hundred thouſands of Subjects; the 
waſting, and almoſt depopulating the whole Nation; 
which ſoon made way for the Spainards conquering 
thereof, with whom the Leaguers join'd. 

But yet a more affecting Scene remains unſpoke to. 
In the Year 1642. there was one of the moſt dread- 
ful Maſſacres in Ireland that ever was heard tell of. 
| The

The Friars, with Tears, exhorted the Cut*throat 7-4 
to ſpare none of the Proteſtants, openly profeſling, 
That they held it as lawful to kill them, as if they 
were Sheep or Dogs. The Popiſh Gentlemen, gave 
ſolemn Oaths to the Proteſtants, that, if they would 
bring their Goods to them, they would ſecure and 


protect them, who nevertheleſs murdered ſome, turned 


out others, both Men, Women, and Children, ſtark 
naked, prohibiting the /, under great Penalties, to 
give them any Relief; by which Means, vaſt Num- 
bers periſhed, thro' Cold, Nakedneſs, and Want, in 
Froſt and Snow, They conſumed 152 Proteſtants in 
the Caſtle of Liſgeol: At the Caſtle of Monia 100 
were {lain together; and tho' the Caſtle of 7u/lah 
yielded on Compoſition and faithful Promiſes of fair 
Quarters, yet all in it were barbarouſly murdered. 
At Leſjenkea 100 Scots Proteſtants, ſome whereof 
they firſt forced to hear Maſs, and ſwear never to al- 
ter, were ſlain, At Portendown Bridge 1000 were 
drowned in the River at once ; and at other Times 
above 3000 more; and if they eſſayed to ſwim a ſhore, 
they ſhot them: To ſome they granted Paſſes, with 
whom, under Pretence of ſafe Conduct, {ri Papiſts 
were ſent, who either murder'd or drown'd them in 
a Place fit for that Purpoſe. In 4Armaugh they ſlaugh- 
tered 500; and in Killmore 200 whole Families were 
ſtrip'd and maſlacred ; nor were they allowed to pray 
before the dreadful Cataſtrophe, their butchering 
Enemies commanding them, t begueath their Souls to 


the Devil, and immediately ſlaughtering them: Some 


they left half dead on the High-ways, crying for 
Death; and others they buried alive, yet in ſuch a 
Manner, that their mournful Cries were heard for a 
long Time: Some were drag'd thro' Waters with 
Ropes about their Neck; others thro' Boggs and 
Woods by Ropes tied about their middle: Some were 
hung by the Arms, on whom they made trial how 
many Stabs they would take by the Sword to kill 


them: Others, whoſe Bellies they ript up, were __ 
| Wi 
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with their Intrails about their Heels : Many Women, 
big with Child, they hung up, ript their Bellies, let 
the Infants fall out, whom they gave to Dogs and 
Swine to devour : Many they ſtab'd, flaſh'd, cut, and 
mangled in their Heads, Faces, Breaſts, and other 
Parts by their Swords, yet kill'd them not outright, 
but left them wallowing in their Blood, to languiſh, 
ſtarve, and pine to Death; and if they returned, in 
2 or 3 Days, to daſh out their Brains, they eſteemed 
it no ſmall Favour: Many Children they daſh'd by 
the Heels againſt Trees and Stones ; and others they 
boil'd to Death in Caldrons; and even ſuch Children 
as went out into the Fields to eat Weeds and Graſs, 
for the Preſervation of their Life, were kill'd with- 
out all Pity. In S/zgo a young Man was forced to 
kill his Father, and then himſelf was hanged, In a- 
nother Place, they forced a Woman to kill her Husband, 
cauſed her Son to kill her, and then hanged the Son, 
that they might ruin both Soul and Body together. In 
the ſame Town of Sg 40 Proteſtants were ſtript and 


lockt up in a Cellar, and about Midnight a Butcher 


was ſent in amongſt them, who knock'd them all on 
the Heads. In the County of azo 60 Proteſtants, 
whereof 15 were Miniſters, were upon Covenant to be 
ſafely conveyed to Ga/way ; but by the way were 
miſerably maſſacred. About Dung amom 360 Pro- 
teſtants were murdered; At Charlemount 400. At 
Tyron 206. In the County of Antrum 954 in one Mor- 
ning; and afterwards about 1200 were ſlain. Sir 
Philem Oneal ſlew 600 at Garwab; left neither Man, 
Woman, nor Child alive in the Barony of Mounter- 
Ing; and in other Places he murdered above 2000 
Perſons in their Houſes. When they had burnt and 
cut in Pieces many Proteſtant Bibles, they ſaid, © It 
« was Hell. Fire they burnt;” and furder, That it 
« was this Bible had bred all the Quarrel, and that 
they hoped, within a few Weeks, all the Bibles in 
Lrelaud ſhould be uſed in the ſame Manner.” We 
ſee then what is the Zuarre/, and what we may "4 

pect. 


\ 
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pe, ſhould this Heliiſ Crew be uppermoſt. They 
hang'd, burnt, drown'd, and murder'd all Proteſtants 
they could meet with. Of the Greaſe of ſome they 
made Candles. One Scot/man, whoſe Belly they ript 
up and took out his ſmall Guts, tying it to a Tree, 
they forced round about, till they had drawn them 
all out of his Body, ſaying, © That they would try 
« whether a Dog's or a Scot/man's Guts were the 
“ longelt.” Some they forced to drown their own 
Children, and Children to be the Executioners of 


their own Parents. At Claſbougb, a Prieſt, with 


ſome others, drew about 50 Proteſtants to be recon- 
ciled to the Church of Rome; but telling them, 
„That they were now in a god Faitb; and for 
fear they ſhould turn Heretick, he, with his Compa- 
nions, cut all their Throats. Nor were the Popiſh 
Women any leſs cruel than the Men ; for one of 
them killed 7 Men and Women in one morning ; and 
another with her own Hands murdered 45 Women, 
In this dreadful Maſſacre, even thoſe who were 
nominal Proteſtants, as well as others, ſuffered. In- 
numerable other Inſtances of Cruelty might be ad- 
duced, but I conclude by acquainting the Reader, 
That there was an Account given up upon Oath, 
which Papiſts could never diſprove, that in the Pro- 
vince of U/er, there were put to Death, one way or 
other, above 150,000 Proteſtants about that Time, 
by the Hands of theſe cruel Miſcreants: And ſome 
reckon that the whole Number, which ſuffered in 
ireland, was no leſs than 400,000, Clart's Mart. pag. 
347. et ſegg. See allo Feland's Tears. Behold O 
then, are not the tender Mercies of the Wicked cruel ! 
I muft now give you a Taſte of Popiſh Cruelty in 
Great Britain. The firſt Inſtance ſhall be that of 
Queen Mary of England, who, tho' ſhe had ſolemnly 
promiſed to the S Men, that ſignalized themſelves 
to get her the Crown, That ſhe ſhould leave Reli- 
gion in the ſame Manner ſhe found it:“ And de- 
clared i in Council, „That ſhe would uſe no force up- 
on 
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* on Conſcience in Affairs of Religion.” Soon after, 
not only pillored ſome of theſe to whom ſhe had en- 
gaged, for reminding her of what Security ſhe had given 
tor the Proteſtant Religion; but ſeverely proſecuted, 
eſpecially in Saoll, all the Hereticks (as the Proteſ- 
tants are ſtill called by the Papiſts) ard purſued Po- 
pery with the utmoſt Bigottry; a Papiſt's folemn Pro- 
miſe or Oath to a Proteſtant, being of no other Con- 


ſequence, on the Conſcience, than a Collar upon an 


Ape's Neck, which it can flip on for its Maſter's Plea- 
ſure, and off for its own. Of 16,000 Clergymen, 
ſhe turn'd out 12,0c0 for being married ; and im- 
priſoned not a few on frivolous Cauſes, till Laws 
were made to condemn them. Her Cruelty was ſuch, 
that ſome were ſentenc'd to be burnt, who were dead 
a conſiderable Time before. It was enacted ** That 
„ whoever prayed to God, That he would turn the 
Queen's Heart from Idolatry, or Sorten her Days, 
* ſhould be put to Death.” In the Year 1555, fu- 
rious Bonner, to whom the bloody Gardner had tranſ- 
ferred his Commiſſion (both Court Sycophants) car- 
ried on a continual and violent Perſecution againſt the 
Proteſtants, ſending them in Troops to the Flames, 
and ſparing neither Men nor Women, ſo that to the 
Number of 67, four whereof were Biſhops, and 13 
other Ecclefiaſticks, periſhed by his Barbarity. In 
the Iſle of Cuernſy, a Woman big with Child, being 
condemned to the Flames, and the Violence of the 
Fire burſting her Womb, a Boy fell into the Flames, 
who, ſoon after, was commanded to ſhare in the ſame 
Fate with his Mother. In the following Year, there 
were deſtroyed 85 Proteſtants; and in the Year 1557, 
the Queen intending to errect an Jqui/ition, impowered 
21 Commiſſioners to fit on the Trial of Hereticks, 
with an unlimite+ Power, whereby 71 ſuffered. 
Some {ay that this Blood-thirſty Canibal put to Death 
800 in the Year 1555, and in 1556, beſides what 
ſuffered in the reſt of her Reign. Some were ſeverly 
whipt, ſome died in Priſon, and others were buried 
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ia Dung-hills: And to crown her Wickedneſs, ſhe 
publiſhed a Declaration, That whoever had any 
* heretical Books (i. e. Proteſtant Books) and did not 
„ preſently burn them without reading them, ſhould 
«© be eſteemed Rebels, and executed without delay, 
* by the Martial Law.” Nor have we ground to 
doubt, but we ſhall be treated in the ſame Manner, 
ſhould the wicked Crew, preſently in Arms, ſucceed 
in their Attempts. The ſaid Queen Mary, expreſly 
forbid to pray for {uch as were executed, or even to 
ſay, God help them : So that it appears plain, it was 
not their Converſion, but Deſtruction ſhe attended to. 
Rapine on the Life of Queen Mary. 

The only other Inſtance I mention, at the Time, 
of Popiſh Cruelty in Eng/and, ſhall be that of the 
Gun Pounder-Plot, in the Year 1605; whereby, in 
Conſequence of its being hatched at Rome, as ſome 
of the Conſpirators acknowledged, they had hired the 
Cellars in the Parliament-Houſe, in which they laid 
36 Barrels of Gun- Powder, 1000 Billets, and 500 
Fagots, and intended to blow up the King, Queen, 
Prince, Nobles, Knights, Citizens, Burgeſſes, and 
the whole Parliament, tho* the Lord mercifully de- 
tected this Deſign, before it was perpetrated. Prin's 
Introduction to Canterbury's Doom, pag. 202. 

I am not now to give you a full Detail of the Blood- 
ſhed in Scotland, much about the ſame Time, under 
Popiſh Tyrrany: It ſhall ſuffice to tell you, that in 
the Year 1538, four Perſons, of good Quality, were 
burnt in one Fire; and that, in the Year 1543, Car- 
dinal Beton cauſed four Men to be hang'd, merely on 
Suſpition that they had eaten a Gooſe on Friday. One 
Woman, with her Child on her Breaſt, was drown'd, 
becauſe ſhe would not pray to the Virgin Mary; and 
another was burnt, with her Child, for her refuſing to 
invoke the b/:/ed Virgin, when in travel. I ſhall 
only obſerve turder, that as 5 were burnt at St An- 
arews, in the Year 1559, ſome murdered in private 


Houſes, and ſome baniſhed (of which Number the 
famous 
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famous Hyſtorian, Buchanan, ſays, that he was one, 
but eſcaped out of Priſon, Buch. lib. 14. fol. 150.) 
ſo we have no ground to doubt but that much more 
Proteſtant Blood would have been ſhed, had they not 
armed themſelves, and ſtood valiantly in the Defence 
of their Lives, Religion, and Liberties: By which 
Means the Rage of. Mary, Queen of the Scots, (as 
notable, Buchanans teſtante, tor Debauchery, as for 
Beauty) was curb'd: Many Examples whereof are to 
be found in Buchanan, Knox, Calderwood, and Spoti/- 
«wood their Hiſlories, Never did a Prince or Princeſs 
more frequently break Promiſe than that Popiſh Prin- 
ceſs did; in which ſhe acted agreeable to her Prin- 
ciple: For when the Reform'd ſent their Commiſſi- 
oners to her, reminding her of her Promiſes, ſhe was 
not aſhamed, like an honeſt Catholich, to tell them, 
„That Princes were not bound by the Promiſes 
* which they were obliged to make in the Exigence 


* of their Affairs, Buch. lib. 16. fol. 168. 


I am laſt of all natively led to give an Hint of the 
dreadful Tyranny and Murders, in the Reigns of 
Charles II. and Fames VII. And as nothing is more 
meritorious among the Papiſts, than to extirpate the 
Proteſtant Religion, with its Profeſſors; ſo F ames 
Duke of Vorl, a bigotted Champion under Antichriſt's 
Banner, to whom nothing was abominable and bar- 


| berous, that his Conſcience could not ſwallow and 


digeſt, without a Scruple, altho' he gave it out, 
* That it had been his conſtant Opinion, that Con- 
« ſcience ought not to be conſtrain'd, nor People forc'd 
% in Matters of mere Religion; yet did he uſe the ut- 
moſt Cruelties againſt all the faithful Proteſtants, as 
ſoon as he got into Power; reſolving to convert 
England into Popery, or die a Martyr in the Caule, 
as the Letter of the Jeſuits from Liege relates. It 
may well be ſaid (I can inſtruct it if need be) That 
however ſavage and cruel Char/es II. was, yet that 
all the dreadful fining, baniſhing, murdering, and 
ſlaughtering in his Reign, were chiefly contrived, 
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and puſhed on by this unhappy Prince: As this diſ- 
mal Stroke fell firſt upon Noblemen, Gentlemen, and 
Miniſters; whereof ſame were beheaded, ſome hang- 
ed, and ſome baniſhed-; ſo the Commonalty came 
after / ards to feel the Weight thereof: And of theſe 
not a few were ſhot in the Fields, without all Colour of 
Law, while everycommonsoldier (a laſtingInfamyto the 
Place) was made both Judge and Executioner. Some 
they drag'd to Priſons, and tortured by the Thumb4ins 
which pierced and bruiſed the Bones of their Thumbs; 
and by the Boote, that ſqueezed the Marrow out of 
their Legs; were kept long there in Cold, Hunger, 
and Nakedneſs, and in ſuch Numbers, that they 
could not ſtand together; and, likeas the Arrian 
Vandals treated the Orthodox, ſuffered them mot to ſtep 
alide to eaſe Nature, ſo that the {tink of their Excre- 
ments equaled, if not exceeded their other Pain. 
There were 35 treacherouſly hang'd, who where taken 
upon Quarter and ſolemn Parol to have their Life 
ſpared. The faithſul Witneſſes in that Period were 
purſued, hunted, put to the Horn, intercommuned, 
out-lawed, and their Houſes plundred, by a Set of 
Dragoons, and 12,000 H:7h/and Savages brought 
down among them; many Families having 20, 30, 
or 40 of them on free Quarters, each of which de- 
manded his Six-pence a Day. Hence it came about 
that the whole Weſtern Shires of Scotland were waſt- 
ed, and almoſt rained by free quartering, Exactions, 
Robberies, Thefts, Plunderings, and other Acts of 
Violence, Some were tied to Poſts, within the Sea- 
Mark, that were drown'd; and above 200 were 
drown'd at once in a Ship, which ſplit on a Rock in 
the North, being ſhut up under the Hatches, while 
thoſe who were about to tranſport them to America 
were all ſaved, and might have ſaved alive the Priſon- 
ers, had they intended ſo. Theſe truculent Tyrants, 
Charles II. and James VII. not only purſued the 
Deſtruction of the Bodies of our faithful Anceſtors ; 
but alſo their Souls, by their enſnaring Oaths, De- 
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elarations, Indulgences, Toleration, and catching 
(Inguifiten-like) Queſtions ; ſometimes threatning, at 
other Times diſimulating. It is computed by ſome, 
That in that bloody Period in Scor/ard, 1700 were 
baniſhed as Slaves into the Erg/;/p Plantations ; 87 
were odered, on Pain of Death, to leave the Country ; 
700 were baniſhed to Shet/and, &c. 200 were pre- 
meditately drowned at Sea, being lock'd under the 
Hatches, when the Ship, in which they were, ſtranded ; 
800 were out-lawed ; zooo died in Priſon, and of 
Diſeaſes contracted there; 560 died in the Fields, 
and 120 of their Wounds; 7000 eſcaped for their 
Lives to Holland, and other Places; 498 were killed 
in cold Blood; 362 were executed in the Courſes of 
pretended Juſtice ; and in a Word, in this Proſecuti- 
on, above 18,000 People ſuffered the utmoſt Extre- 
mities their Enemies could inflit ; of which, theſe 
above-mentioned are but ſome Particulars, Memoirs 
of tbe Church of Scotland, pag. 290, et /eqg. 

It will not be unworthy of our Conſideration, That 
this Date of Vor, a ſworn Vaſſal and Votary of Rome, 
not only cauſed murder the Earl of E upon a Mor- 
ning in the Tower, ſhed Algernon Sidney, and Lord Ruß- 


ſel's Blood; applauded and favoured Gib the Sorce- 


rer, who had burnt the Bible, Confeſſion of Faith, 
Catechiſms, Covenants, Acts of Aſſembly; had a 
Hand in the burning the City of Londen, and 
was concerned in the Peopi/h Plot, leſt a Diſ- 
covery of which ſhou!d be made, Sir Edmundbpry 
Godfrey, to whom his Secretary Coleman told it, was 
murdered ; and even was charged with murdering his 
ownBrother : But alſo, innumerable otherCruelties were 
exerciſed by him both in Britain and Ireland. Beſides the 
Barbarities uſed in the Welt of Exgland both by Kirk, 
who, at an Entertainment which he had made, cauſed 
hang up a Priſoner between every Health drunk. 
(Burnet's Hiſtory of Xing Fnmes II. pag. 1075.) ho- 
nouring the King's Health with the Murder of Ten, 
the Queen's with Ten, and is with other Ten. 
(Bernet 's Memorial, pag. 301.) And by Zefrey's, who, 

always 
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always drunk or in Rage, exceeded his ſavage Bro- 
ther by many Degrees, hanging in a ſhort Time a- 
bout 600 Priſoners, without allowing many of them 

one Minute to pray. (Burnet 76. pag. 1075.) One 

Woman he beheaded for entertaining a Miniſter, tho? 

the Jury brought her in twice no gui/ty, and ſome he 

cauſed ſuffer for carrying Monmouth's Baggage, tho? 

forced to it, particularly, one Man for ſelling three 
Penny worth of Hay to his Horſe. (Bennet's Memori- 
al, pag. 300.) Beſides theſe, I ſay, moe were ſlaughtered 
in the Fields in the Time of this Uſurper and 7yrant's 
Reign, without all Law, Trial and Sentence, than 
in the former Reign: Moe were baniſhed to foreign 

Plantations, having firſt their Ears cut off, and ſhip- 

ped in ſuch Crowds, that many died in Tranſportati- 
on: More bloody Acts of Parliament were made, and 

executed without all Mercy by the wickedCouncil, and 

Fuſticiary of Scotland, upon the Witneſſes for Chriſt 

who were executed, while Drums were beat, to hin- 

der others from hearing their dying Words, a Cruel- 

ty not equalled any where, ſave under the Tyranny 

of the Dake de Alva in the Netherlands. 

In Jreland, Sir Alex. Titton, a Perſon detected of 
Forgery, and fined by the Houſe of Lords in Parlia- 

ment, is taken from Goal, and ſet on the Bench in 

the Chancery, the higheſt Court of the Kingdom, tho" 

unacquaint with the Law, and deſtitute of Abilities 

for (almoſt) every Thing, ſave Popiſh Bigottry. This 

Renegads, as ſoon as he heard the Cauſe of Proteſt- 

ants, daringly would ſay, © That they were all Rogues, 

and that among 40, ooo there was not one, but 
„ what was Rebel, Traitor, and Villain.” The very 

Scum of the People, and ſuch as were deſtitute of 
Free-hold, Honeſty and Senſe had all Offices civil, and 

military conferred upon them. The whole Sheriff of 
Ireland, one only excepted, were Papiſts in the Year 

1687. The Charters were taken from Corporations, 

and framed to the King's Luſt, and the Advantage of 


Papiſts. Almoſt all Proteſtant Gentlemen, without 
He · 
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pretence of Reaſon, Warrant, or Form of Law, were 
ſeized and incarcerated under mean and barbarous 
Guards: Their Arms, Money, and Cattle were taken 
from them, and they were cheated out of their Poſſeſ- 
ſions and Eſtates. A general Plundering was ſet on 
Foot, and the Popiſh Prieſts impoſed it as a Pennance 
on them, who came to them for Abſolution, 70 rob 
fome of their Proteſtant Neighbours. All Proteſtants 
were attainted of High- T. . and their Eſtates veſt- 
ed in the King. It was Death for moe than ſive Pro- 
teſtants to meet together: There was a Plot laid to 
ſtarve them all with Hunger, and the Execution there- 
of begun. Many were murdered in their Houſes, kil- 
led by martial Law by Soldiers, ſtarved in Jails, &c. 
And had not the Lord ſtept in, the Proteſtants fear'd 
ſuch a Maſſacre as in the Year 1642. Bennet s Mem. of the 
Reformation, pag. zog, &c. Altho" this Tygerih 
King promiſed in Council in England, To ſupport, 
“and defend the Proteſtant Religion, and that he 
« would never invade any Man's Property.“ Yet 
upon his Abdication of the Crown, the Parliameat of 
England found him guilty of © Endeavouring to ſub- 
vert and extirpate the Proteſtant Religion, and Li- 
“ berties of their Kingdom, by aſſuming, and exer- 
„ ciling a Power of diſpenſing witk, and ſuſpending 
« of Laws, and the Execution of Laws without Con- 
** ſent of Parliament, by committing and proſecuting 
* the Biſhops for petitioning to be excuſed from con» 
* curring to the ſaid aſſumed Power; —by levying 
Money for, and to the Uſe of the Crown, in pre- 
** tence of Prerogative—otherways than granted by 
% Parliament; by raiſing and keeping a ſtanding Ar- 
« my within the Kingdom in Time of Peace, with- 
% out Conſent of Parliament, and quartering Sol- 
** diers contrary to Law; by violating the Freedom 
* of Election of Members to ſerve in Parliament, by 
* Proſecutions in the Court of King's Bench for Matters 
and Cauſes cognizable only in Parliament; and by 
divers other arbitrary and illegal Courſes ; by i 22 
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Oe ang exceſiive Fines, by inflicting illegal and cruel 
« Puniſhments.” For theſe, and many other En- 
croachments, upon the Liberties of England and Re- 
ligion, which were declared, contrary to Law, the 
Parliament did recognize, acknowlepe, and declare, 
« That King Fames Il. having abdicated the Govern- 
« ment — the Prince and Princeſi of Orange ought to 
« be by the Laws of this Realm their Sovereign, 
“ Liege Lord, and Lady, King, and Queen of Eng- 
& land, 1 and Ireland, &c.“ King William and 
Queen Mary Par. it. Sefſ. 2. Act belarkng the Rights, 
and Liherties of the Subject, and ſettling the Succeſſion 
of the Crown. 

The Convention of the Lords and Commons of 
Scotland, Anno 1689. declared in the Claim of Right, 
AF 13. April 11. © That the ſaid King Fames had 
6 forfeited the Crown, and that the Throne had be- 
come vacant.” And they found him guilty of five 
and twenty 'Things that were contrary to the known 
Laws, Freedoms, and Statutes of the Realm of Scot- 
land; ſuch as, © His being a profeſſed Papiſt, his aſ- 
* ſuming the Royal Power without taking the Coro- 
e nation Oath; his invading the fundamental Conſti- 
te tutien of the Kingdom of Scotland and altering it, 
« from a legal limited Monarchy to an arbitrary and 
* deſpotick Power; his aſſuming an abſolute Power 
* to annul and diſable all Laws; particularly, by ar- 
« raigning the Laws eſtabliſhing the Proteſtant Reli- 
« gion, his exerting that Power to the Subverſion 
„% thereof, and to the Violation of the Laws and Li- 
« berties of the Kingdom; his erecting of publick 


Schools, and Societies of the Ze/aites; his allowing 


* Maſs publickly, his converting Proteſtant Church- 
es to publick Maſs-houſes ; his allowing Popiſh Books 
* to be printed, and diſperſed by a Patent to a Popiſh 
Printer; his ſending the Children of Noblemen and 


Gentlemen abroad to be bred Papiits, and beſtow- 


« ing Penſions on Popiſh Prieſts ; his diſcharging and 
« cilarmivg Proteſtants, and employing Papiſts in 
ö laces 
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tt Places of Truft, civil and military, putting the 
* Forts and Magazines in their Hands; his impoſing 
* Oaths without the Authority of Parliament, his ex- 
acting Money without Conſent of Parliament or 
Convention of Eftates; his levying and keeping 
* on Foot a ſtanding Army in Time of Peace, with- 
* out Conſent of Parliament, which Army did exact 
* Locality, free and dry Quarters ; his imploying 
the Officers of the Army; as Judges thro the King- 
„dom, and impoſing them, where there were heri- 
table Offices and Juriſdictions, by whom many of 
* the Lieges were put to Death ſummarly, without 
* legal Trial, Jury or Record; his impoſing exorbi- 
tant Fines - exacting extravagant Bail, —diſpoſing 
* Fines and Forfeitures, before any Proceſs or Con- 
« viction ; his impriſoning without declaring the Rea- 
*« fon, and delay ing to put them to Trial; his cauſing 
*« purſue and forfeit ſeveral Perſons on Stretches of 
old and obſolete Laws; particularly, the Zar/ of 
Argyle; his ſubverting the Rights of Royal Burghs, 
« impoſing Magiſtrates on them, Town- Council and 
Clark, contrary to their Liberties and Charters 3 
* many of theſe impoſed being alſo Papiſts z his 
granting perſonal Protections for civil Debts.” Theſe 


and many other Things, that Tyrant James Stuart 


VII. was guilty of, which the Convention of Eſtates 
found contrary to the Laws, Liberties, and Statutes of 
this Realm, and upon theſe Accounts did they reject 
him as their King. | 
So then the formerly felt, the then preſently ſeen; . 
and future feared Effects of Popery and Tyranny : The 
Cry of their murdered Brethren : The Sufferings of the 
baniſhed free-born Subjects of this Realm, ſold into 
Slavery: The Miſeries, which many Thouſands, for- 
feited, diſinherited, harraſſed, and waſted Houſes and 
Families, were reduced unto: The manifeſt Deſign 
to eſtabliſh Popery on the Overthrow of the Proteſt- 
ant Religion: The Nation's being in the utmoſt Dan- 
ger by the Tyrant's aſſuming a Power to diſpenſe _ 
H al 
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all the Laws for its Security, together with the diveſt- 
ing the Subjects of their Liberties, both ſacred and 
civil, induced our noble Anceſtors at the Revolution, 
to invite the Prince of Orange over, and confer the 
Crown of Britain upon him, and his Spouſe, and to 
abandon, and reje& that ſuperſtitious and idolatrous 
Prince James VII. who, by his blaſphemous diſpen- 
fing Power, had deſtroyed almoſt all excellent Laws, 
inſomuch, that when the Prince of Orange, taking Oc- 
caſion from the old Age of one Maynard, Ser jeant at Law, 
to ſay, © He had out- lived all the Men of Law of his 
&« Time,” He anſwered, © That he had like to have 
& outlived the Law itſelf, if his Highneſs had not come 
% over.” Upon the whole, What Soul that bears 


any Regard for Religion and Liberty, would wiſh to 


be in the ſame Situation that this Land was jn, when 


the Lord appeared for our Deliverance at the Revolu- 


tion? What hardned Souls muſt they be, who cannot 
reſt till they return to ſuch Slavery again ? For my 
own Part, I judge ſuch under a diſmal Infatuation, 
and ſhould be glad did the Lord recover them out of 
the Snare of the Devil. 


But before I conclude this Subject, J am naturally 


led to drop a few Words anent this preſent Pretender 
to the Crown: And as there is Nothing more confi- 
dently talked among the malignant Party who cleave 
to him, than his wndoubted Right to the Crown, his 
unalienable Right, his hereditary Right, his divine 
Right, and I know not what Stuff; and as this /itt/e 
Art has a great Influence upon the Vulgar and Igno- 
rant, who know no better, I would here take the Op- 
portunity to acquaint the Reader, That this Perſon 
who troubles theſe Kingdoms ſo much, ſince the Lord 
delivered us from the Uſurpation and Tyranny of 
Fames VII. is, by all the Accounts which I can learn 
from the beſt Hiſtories, Nothing elſe but a ſpurious 
Brood, and never was born of King James the Se- 
wenth's Queen. The Prince of Urange, who was 
married on King Jane's eldeſt Daughter, had, no 
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Doubt, as good an Opportunity to know that Affair 
as any other. Let us therefore hear his Declaration 
anent it, which is, That there were great and vio- 
ent Preſumptions inducing his Highneſs to believe, 
That thoſe evil Counſellors, in order to the gain- 
„ ing more Time for effecting their ill Deſigns, had 
* publiſhed, That the Queen had brought forth a Son; 
„ tho' there had appeared, both during the Queen's 
„ pretended Bigneſs, and by the manner wherein the 
« Birth was managed, ſo many juſt and viſible 
* Grounds of Suſpicion, that not only he himſelf, 
but all the good Subjects of the Kingdom, did ve- 
** hemently ſuſpect, That the pretended Prince of Wakes 
« was not born of the Queen; and that his Highneſs 
„ would refer the Enquiry into the ſaid Birth, and 
* of all Things relating thereto, to a free and law- 
„ful Parliament.” It would ſwell this Pamphlet con- 
ſiderably, did I but adduce theſe Grounds of Suſpici- 
on in this Matter. I ſhall only bring a very ſhort 
Narrative of the Hiſtory as to be found in other Au- 
thors more largely. The Truth is, the Papiſts who 
are ever keen of propagating their Holy Religion, ſaw 
evidently, that it would not do in theſe Kingdoms, 
unleſs there could be got a Popiſn Prince to ſucceed 
James VII. but finding that the Queen, who had been 
ſeven Years without being with Child, was not like to 
have any of her own, they, in full Concert with the 
ſaid King and Queen, ſends it abroad, that ſhe was 
with Child. Mean Time, the Counteſs of Tyrconnel 
brings from Jreland Mrs. Mary Gray, who was bi 
with Child to the Earl of Tyrconnel, and 2 
her immediately to St. Tames's near to the Queen's 
Apartment, where ſhe was to ly in, that thro' a con- 
cealed Door, the Child which ſhe ſhould bear, might 
be conveyed to the Queen's Bed, and be ſaid to be 
born of the Queen: Accordingly, when once Mrs, 
Wilks, the Popiſh Midwife, had brought Mrs. Gray 
to-bed, ſhe pretended to do the ſame to the Queen, 
into whoſe Bed the am Prince was carried in a 
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Warming-pan from Mrs, Gray, and then preſented ag 
the Prince of Wars. Soon after this, Mrs. Gray was 
convey'd to France, and the King and Queen, fear- 
ing a Diſcovery of this whole Affair, cauſed murder 
her at St. Germain's, William Fuller Gent. who was 
privy to this whole Affair, lays it open in ſeveral Let- 
ters of the Queen (the pretended Mother,) to ſome 
Noblemen in England and Jreland; as alſo Letters of 
ſeveral others. See Fuller's Plain Proof of the true 
Father and Mother of the pretended Prince of Wales, 
Alſo Dr. We[woed. This whole Affair anent the ſup- 
poſititious or mock Prince, (I can call him no beiter, 
15 diſcovered, and the apparent Marks of Impoſture 
diſplayed, in a Pamphlet entituled, 4 full Anſwer 
to the Depoſitions, aud to all other Arguments wwhatſoe- 
per, concerning the Birth of the Prince of Wales, 
Printed in 1689. Let the Reader conſult alſo Bur- 
net's Hiſtory of. his own Times, Vol. 3. pag. 1252. ef 
ſegg. et pag. 1317. where he will find what may clear 
up his Eyes, That this Pretender to the Throne, 
whoſe deſperate Cauſe many fooliſh Proteſtants eſpouſe, 
is acttgally not the Son of King James at all; but an 
Impoſtor, that an ever - reſtleſs Set of Men would force 
upon the Nation; and this Baſtard of the Earl of 
TyrconmePs and Mary Gray's is the Perſon who has a 
divine, an hereditary Right, according to them. Let 
thoſe who are mad believe them; I hope no judici- 
ous and religious Perſon will. 

But I muſt acquaint you further, That there were 
very great Grounds of Suſpicion, that even this ſame 
Child, which was ſaid, by the Papiſts and Malig- 
nants, to be born of the Queen, died, and another 
put in its Room.

Twenty Children 
might be dead ſince, and others ſtill put in their 
Room, under the borrowed Name of Prince of Vales. 
And are we to believe that Charles Stzuart, the pre- 
tended Regent, is Son to him whom Facobites arro- 

antly cajl King James VIII.? Pray for what Rea- 
Pn ? I know no Reaſon, but becauſe it is fo ſaid by 
Rome, whoſe Language will be, as long as ſhe is the 
Mother of Harlots (which will take Place till God 
pour out his Wrath on the Seat of the Beaſt) 1/a. 7. h. 
Let us go up againft Judah (the true Church) and wex - 
it, and let us make à Breach therein, aud ſtt a King in 
the midſt thereof, even the Son of Tabeal. Let this ve- 
ry Conſideration, together with what our Anceſtors 
ſuffered under the Reigns of him whoſe Progeny the 

reſent Uſurpers on our Liberties profeſs to be, ſtimu- 
way and animate us to reject, with Di/dain, all their 
Declarations, Manifeſtos, and whatever elſe comes 
from them, together with the ſcandalous Pamphlets 
and Papers written in their Favours. Laſt of all, 
the Reader may be ſatisfied by the Confideration of 
Deut. 1. 13. Chap. 16. 18. Chap. 17. 15. 2 Sam, 16. 
18. 2 Kings 14. 21. 1 Chron. 12. 38. 2 Chron. 23.11. 
1 Sam. 10. 17. Chap. 11. laſt. 2 Sam. 2. 4. And by 
Reading what Shields adduces, Hind let looſe, pag. 
352. et ſegg. laſt Edit, That it is Conſent and Compad? 
with the People, whether formal or virtual, that con- 
ſtitutes a King over them. If our Anceſtors conſtitu- 
ted lineal Succe ſſion by Law, ſor the eviting the In- 
conveniencies of frequent Elections; yet will it never 
follow, that Birth right is the Ground of Alledyiance; 
yea, many Inſtances can be produced, when the near- 
eſt by Birth-right was ſet aſide, and another more 
worthy than he preferred. I deſire the Reader to 
conſult Rutherfoord”s Lex Rex, and Buchanan de F ure 
Regni apud Scotos, where he will find a full Anſwer 
to, and Confutation of all the babbling Pamphlets, 
publiſhed on purpoſe to inſtigate this Rebellion, which

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is another Babel-building, that will come down: 
the Confuſion and laſting Infamy of the Lailders, 

You have heard of the bloody Principles of Papiſts, 
and of the cruel! and inhumane Practices they have 
uſed towards Proteſtants ; eſpecially of the Cruelty of 
King _ VII. towards the true Fcarers of God, 
and of the good Cauſes that theſe Lands had to reject 
him; as alſo of the ſpurious Birth of the Pretender:

Our Country is pillaged and threatned with utter Ruin: 
Shall we then be the miſerable Spectators of this Ca- 
taſtrophe, and yet make no Appearance at all for 
theſe? I ſhall repeat a Part of a memorable Speech 


of Mr. Corwer, a Burgo-Maſter of Amſterdam, as re- 
| hearſed 
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hearſed by Benjamin Bennet in his Memorial of the 
Reformation, pag. 384. This Gentleman, now 84 
Years of Age, preſſed the Dutch to continue the War; 
repreſenting, © That, without it, their Common- 
« wealth was like to be entirely ruined —That he 
* had ſeen the French at their very Gates, but by the 


La 


„ Blefling of God on their Firmneſs and Reſolution, 
* they had hitherto preſerved their Liberties ; and 
* that he had no private Intereſt in Trade, and had 
* no other Concern, but for the Good of his Coun- 
« try, and the Common Cauſe; yet he would 
* give half what he had in the World, nay, aLL, 
rather than ſuffer the Loſs of their Liberties: But 
« if atlaſt, ſays he, we are over-powered, then let us 
© lay our Cities under Water, betake ourſelves to 
* our Ships, and let us fail to the Eaſ{-Indiesz and 
* let thoſe that ſee our Country laid waſte, ſay, 
& There lived a People who choſe to hoſe their Country 
* rather than their Liberties.” Here appeared a Spi- 
rit of Heroiſm, which is much a wanting at this 
Day! N 

To conclude, the awful Diſpenſations of the Day 
loudly call unto us to fly for the Life of our Souls, 
in to the Saviour of the Loſt. Oh did we ſee our 
undone Condition in the firſt Adam, how would we 
prize the Recovery, Life, and Salvation come by the 
ſecond ; and the very Breath of our Souls would be, 
Blefſed is he that cometh in the Name of the Lord te 
ſave us. It is Matter of no ſmal Conſolation to us 
in this evil Time, that Zzon's God doth reign, even 
in the very midit of his Enemies. We may well rejoice 
in the Lord, and be glad in the God of our Salvation, 
altho' the Fig-tree do not bloſſom, neither Fruit be 
upon the Vine, if we belong unto him, and have 
been reconciled to him by the Death of his Son. Let 
the Children of Zion rejoice in their Maker, and be 
glad in their King, for upon Mount Zion ſhall be De- 
liverance. Let them live a Life of Faith, and if they 
die in the common Calamity, they ſhall die in 1 
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ain from the Dead our Lord Feſus Chriſt, that great 
gen of the Sheap, tbr the Blud of the everlaſting
